12,058, 
THEFT OF TWO SENATORS 


THE SOHEME 0 DEFRAUD 
MONTANA CARRIBD OUT. 
THE LEGALLY ELECTED DEMOCRATS 
TURNED FROM THE SENATE—AN 
ATTACK ON CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—For the first time in 
the history of the Government the Senate of 
the United States numbers eighty-four mem. 
bers. Thirty-two Republican Senators stood 
together late this afternvon, and, with a 
thorough knowledge of what they were doing, 
fleliberately declared that Wilbur F. Sanders 
and Tnemas C. Power, Republicans, should be 
seated as Senators from the State of Mon- 
tana. They knew that these men had not been 
elected by the Legislature of Montana, and did 
not represent the majority of the people of that 
Btate. They knew that William A. Clark and 
Martin Maginnis, Democrats, were entitled to 
pdmission as Senators, and did represent the 
Majority of the people of Montana, or that 
there had been no election. 

But they had been determined, from the day 
Montana became a State, that it should be rep- 
resented in the United States Senate by Repub- 
licans, no matter what party had control in the 
Btate, and, having the power, they have exer- 
cised it to carry out that determination. If the 
Republican Senato ever hesitated in carrying 
out the robbery the had planned, the proef of 
her Democraey which Montana has given with- 


in the last fortnight served to make them more 
determined to seat the Republican claimants. 

When the tiwe for final action came it aid not 
take lung for the majority to consummate the 
gteaL It had been agreed yesterday that ine 
voting on the Muntana case should begin at 5 
o’clock. To-day the case was taken up early, 
and Messrs. Gibsvn and Kenna entered earnest 

rotests against the seating of Sanders and 
marti The West Virginia Senator contended 
that there had never been a properly organized 
Legislature in the State of Montana, 80 that no 

erson Was yet entitled to reprerent her In the 

enate, He was cunsistent enough late in the 
day to join with the Republicans in voting that 
Messrs. Clark and Maginnis should not be seat- 
ed No Republican cared to make any reply 
to the arguments presented by the Democrats, 
2nd when the latter had Concluded it was 
not yet 3 o’ciock. 

The Senate filled up the time with other busi- 
ness, and promptly at 5 o’oluck Vice President 
Morton announced that the vote would be 
taken on the first resolution reported by the 
majority of the Elections Committee. The 
resolution declared that William A. Clark was 
not entitied to a seat in the Senate as a Senator 
from the State of Montana Before the roll cail 
began Mr. Butler moved that the reports of 
the majority and minority of the committee, 
together with the resolutions, be recommitied 
for a further investization of the whole case by 
the Elections Committee. Mr. Hoar thought 
80 sweeping & Motion was not in order, and to 
please nim Mr. Butier withdrew it and pro- 
posed simply to recommit the resolution. 

On this a yeaand nay vote was demanded, 
and as it was a test vote it was watched with 
some interest. The Republicans voted solidly 
ani stulidiy against the motion. Mr. Daniel 
caused a siight seusation on the Democratic 
side by voting in the negative, but 1t was mere- 
ly a piece of carelessness, which he cvrrected 
betore the vote was announced. Mr. Butiler’s 
motion was lest by a vote of 26 to 32, divided 
on strict party lines. If either side had expect- 
ed any serious defection iu the other, the vote 
showed that nothing of the sort could be looked 
for. 

The second resolution declared that Martin 
Maginnis was nob entitled to a seat as a Sena- 
tor, and at Mr. Hoar’s request, it was agreed to 
consider the two resvlutions together. Mr. 
Gray moved to amend by striking out the 
names of Clark and Maginnis and inserting 
those of Sanders and Power. Mr. Hoar insisted 
that this was not in order, on the ground that 
the amendment was not zermane. His remark 
was wreeted with such derision that he said he 
would net press the matter, and a@ vote was 
taken. The amendment was lost by exactly 
the same vote as that which defeated the mo- 
tion to recommit. 

Then came the yote on” the original resolu- 
tions declaring Clark and Maginnis notentitled 
to seats. This time there was a break in the 
Democratie line, Messrs. Barbour, George, 
Gibson, Kenna, and Walthall, believing that 
no Senators had been constitutionally elected 
from Montana, voted for the resolutions, They 
Were carried by a voteof 38 to 19. Having 
thus dispused ef the two negative resolutions, 
the Senate agreed to consider together the 
third and fourth resolutions reported by Mr, 
Hoar, which aftirmed that Sanders and Power 
were entitied to seats as Senators from Mon- 
tana. Mr. Butier moved, as a substitute, a 
resolution declaring that there had been no 
election of Senators from Montana. This was 
promptly rejected by a party vote ef 23 to 31. 

The Senate had now reached the final vote, 
the question being on the resolution seating 
Sanders aud Power. Thirty-two Republicans 
Voted in the affirmative and tweaty-six Deme- 
crates in the negative. ‘The resolutions,” said 
the Vice President, “are carried, The Senators- 
elect will come forward and receive the oath of 
office,” The two men had been hidden in the 
Republican cloak room while the votes were 
being taken. As they stepped into the chamber 
there was a littie applause and a good deal of 
hissingin the visitors’ galieries. Mr. Sanders had 
hie arm linked in that of Mr. Moar, and Mr, 
Power was escorted by Mr. Washburn, Mr. 
Morton read the oath to them in a clear voice, 
and shook hands with each. A moment later 
they sigued the Oath they had taken and be- 
came entitied to all rights and privileges of 
Senators of the United States. 








Mr. Plumb induced the Senate to take up, to- 
day, the bill providing for the appointment of 
thirty new medical examiners for the Pension 


Office, and thus secured tor 1t the place of “un- 
finished business,” whioh gives it the right of 
Way for t0-morrow. 

The medical examiners are to be appointed 
without reference to the eivil service rules and 
Feculations. This bill was brought up in the 
House two months ago, and, March 3, it was 
rushed through under a suspension of the 
rules, and sent to the Senate, Friends of civil 
service reform, Who wantedan opportunity so 
to amend the measure as to place the addi- 
tional examiners under the merit system, were 
told that the bill was introduced to 

eeta very urgent and immediate necessity 
for more examiners in the Pension Office. 

he supporters of the bill could not even find 
time enough to permit Representative Andrew 
to have read tv the House the ietter which 
Commissioner Roosevelt wrote showing why 
the bill should be ameaded, and which was pub- 
lished in Tau TiMEs, 

The Senate committee took its own time to 
report the bill to the Senate, which it did with- 
out the amendment desiree by civil service re- 
formers. The measure has been on the calen- 
dar for a long time, and there have been many 
occasions when it mizht have been taken up fo 
action. The necessity for rushing the bil 
through the House seems to have disappeared 
‘with ita passage there, At any rate, those Re- 

ublican Senators who desire to see President 

arrison’s civil service reform promises carried 
out will have an opportunity to amend the bill 
to-morrow, and thus relieve the President from 
the necessity of vetoing the measure iu urder to 
be consistent with his professions.

Senator Stewart of Nevada is disgusted, and 
Bo are all the other Chinese haters in the 
Senate. During the interim between the close 
of the discussion and the vote on the Montana 
case, Mr. Hale calied up the Chinese Enumera- 
tion bill. He offered an amendment reducing 
from five years to one year the term of im- 
prisonment provided for Chinese caught with- 
out certificates from the census enumerators. 
This was agreed to. 

Ther Mr. Wilson of Iowa proposed that the 
bili should not apply to Chinese traveling 
through this country from one foreign eountry 
to another. Mr. Stewart protested vigorously 
@gainst this, butit was earried by a vote of 29 
to 22. “I believe with this provision in it the 
bill willdo more harm than good,” said Mr. 
Btewart, and in a disgusted tone he moved that 
the bill as amended be laid upon the table. 
Only Messrs. Dolph and Morgan voted against 
this motien, which was carried by 51 votes.

Secretary Windom to-day made the following 
reply to a question addressed to him by Senator 
Plum: 


“The operations of the Treasury Depart- 
ment have not been conducted with a view to 
controlling the finances of the country, but in 
pureuance of a fixed policy to produce the 
least possible disturbance of the natural cur- 
rent of events. Ibe purpose of the Secretary 
has been andis to pay out for bonds ail the 
available surplus as rapidly as possible. In 
pursuance of this policy, and with a view 
to keep the money in ocirculation to the 
fullest extent practicable, purchases of 
bonds were 80 freely made that 
vn Jan. 20 the available balance of public 
funds had been reduced to Jess than $20,000,- 
000, and this entire amount, as weil as further 
sUMs amounting to about $18,000,000, was on 
deposit in national banks. From this it will be 
seen that the entire surplus and $18,000,000 in 
addition were in circulation. 

“In view of this fact, and of large dishurse- 
ments to be made, it was net deemed prudent to 
draw further — the reserves in the Treasury, 
and therefore the purchases of 4 per cent. bonds 
were temporarily suspended and Government 
purchases for a time were confined to 419 per 
cent, bonds, On the 6th of Maroh, when pur- 
chases of 4 per cent. bouds were resumed, the 
avuilavle surpius had reached about twenty- 
nine millions, the whole of which was on de- 
posit in national banks. The amount now on 
depositin national banks is about three mill- 
ions more than the entire available surplus. 


The House Republican committee on the sil- 
ver question held a meeting this morning and 
heard the report of the sub-committee appoint- 


ed to confer with a sub-committee of the Senate 
Republiean committee with a view to coming 
to s0Me axreement as the basis for the Dussaxe 
of @ silver bill. The sub-committees reporied 
that it had been agreed that the bili snould pro- 
vide for the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver every month, the certiticates issued in 
payment thereof to be redeemabie in lawful 
money. A sentiment developed, however, in 
favor of making them redeemable in bullion, 
This caused # split, and nothing was done.

A BIG LOITHRY BID. 





TEMPTING BAIT TO THE TAXPAYERS OF 
LOUISIANA, 


NEwW-ORLEANS, April 16.—The bid of the 
Louisiana Lottery Company to the Legislature 
for renewsl of its charter from 1895 is just 
made public. At the approaching session of 
the General Assembly of Louisiana, meeting 
May 5, a proposition will be submitted by Mr. 
John A. Morris to pay the State $12,500,000 for 
the purpose of maintaining a lottery for a pe- 
tiod of twenty-five years. The license of $500,- 
000 per annum thus offered to be paid isto be 
devoted to certain specific purposes named in 
the proposition of Mr. Morris. One-third of 
this sum, $166,666 66, goes in bileck to 
supplement the public school fund of this State; 
one-third goes to the support of certain existing 
charities named in the proposition and to such 
other charities as the Legislature in its wisdom 
May see fit to establish, and the remainder goes 
to the levee syatem of the State—$100,000 per 
annum for the construction of levees and 
$66,666 66 as an emergency fund for mainte- 
nance and repairs in periods of high water, 

This, in substance, is the offer that will be 
made the people of this State for the privilege 
of maintaining a lottery in Louisiana. The 
question is, shall the Legislature submit this 
proposition to the polls to be voted on at the 
general election in 1892? 

The Anti-Lottery League has organized its 


work, and is prepared for a war to the death 
on the lottery. 


DAGGETT’S POSTAL OCONTRAOT. 








NO MORE CARDS WILL BE MADE 
SHELTON, CONN. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., April 16.—It 1s probable 
that the manufacture of postal cards at Shel- 
ton, Conn., will be abandoned, owing to the 
complications, financial, political, and other- 
wise, which have arisen. 

William Wilkinson, the Shelton paper manu- 
facturer, states that he will supply no more 
cardboard for Daggett,the postal-card contract- 
or, and will prepare no more samples for the 
Post Office Department. He states that Dag- 
gett owes him uw large amount of money and 
that he (Wilkinson) paid for the cardboard sup- 
plied Daggett from Lawrence, Mass. Wilkinson 
claims to have expert teslimony to show that 
his cards furuished are better than the samples 
furnished by the Government. 

The keeper placed over the concern on yes- 
terday’s attachment was withdrawn to-day, 
and everything was running as usual. The em- 
ployes who were becoming anxious about their 


pay were notified that they would be paid to- 
morrow.

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TRUSTEE TITUS SHUT OUT 


GLEASON POLIOEMEN RAID A 
_ STHEINWAY OHUROH. 
INFORMAL PERMISSION GIVEN FOR ITS 
USE AS A SCHOOL, BUT NO LEGAL 
ACTION BY THE CHURCH TRUSTEES. 


That lofty disregard of the heavy technicali- 
ties of law which characterizes the proceedings 
of the Long Island City School Board had a 
most dramatic development at Steinway, L. IL, 
yesterday morning in the exclusion of Trustee 
Henry B. Titus of the Union Church from the 
building of which he is one of the legal custo- 
dians by two of Mayor Gleason’s policemen, 
and the transformation of the ehurch fnto a 
school building without any formal action on 
the part of the Board of Trustees and in spite 
of the oral protest of one of their number. 

As stated in the columns of THE TimzEs, Will- 
iam Steinway sent a communication to the 
School Board, which was read at its iast meet- 
ing, explaining that the title of this church 
building, which was wanted to relieve the 
crowdea condition of the Steinway School, 
would not vestin him until next September, 
but that as one of the board of seven Trustees 
of the church he had no objection to the use of 
the structure in the meantime, ¥on weok days, 
for school purposes, without the payment of 
any rental by the Board of Education. He also 
said that he understood five out of seven of the 
Trustees were of the same opinion. It was on 
this entirely informal announcement that 
“Tom” Kavanagh and tho other satellites of 
the Mayor wenton to make arrangements for 
opening the schoo) there, 

Now, Steinway is really a quiet enough vil- 
lage under ordinary circumstances, and every- 
body had felt the need of increased school ac- 
commodations, because the school building has 
only tworooms and 254enrolled pupils here have 
to be taken care of. But the church Trustees felt 
as though their formal consent to the arrange- 
ment should have beem asked, and some of 
them were fighting mad. When the children 
began to gather around the church building 
pomeney morning—fifty-six of them having 

een transferred by order of the Board of Edu- 
cation—they found Trustee Titus at the door, 
andeven when Principal Demarest turned up 
Mr, Titus retused to let them goin. Mr. Dem- 
arest Lunted up John Bannon, School Commis- 
sioner for that ward, and Bannon sent word to 
Mayor Gleason of what was 
The Mayor was delighted, as he is 
with every opportunity to display his 
energy on behalf of the ‘dear school 
children,’ who have served him so well 
ou their street campaign posters. He jumped 
into a buggy, stopped at the stuffy little sta- 
tion house which serves us Police Headquarters, 
took aboard two brawny and reiiable defenders 
of such peace as Long Island City is noted for, 
and drove off rapidly for the seene of nostill- 
ties. Sheridan’s equestrian raid on Winchester 
didn’t begin to compare with Mayor Pat’s 
swoop upon the Steinway chureh. it was10:30 
A. M. when he got there, and for an hour and 
a half the chiidren had been standing atound 
the entrance playing tag and gambling 
for marbles, while the doughty Titus heid 
the chureh. He didn’t hoid it much 
longer. The heavy weight of Front-street 
asked no questivcns about the title by which 
the School Board was ey a oes of the 
church property. He told Mr. Titus to “ get 
out of that,’”’ put an officer on each side of 
the door, drove the children in like a flouk of 
sheep, and, regardless of the Trustee’s protest, 
told the policemen to keep him out “ and not 
let the sehool be interfered with.” They fol- 
lowed instructions, and Mr. Titus went home, 
He says he represented four out of the seven 
Trustees in whom the law vests eontrol of this 
property. 

Titus is a Republican politician of some 
prominence in Steinway. He is a> compara- 
tively young man, and not in any sense & 
heavy-weight himself. There is little doubt, 
however, thatin his action of yesterday he 
was backed by Luke aud Frank Kouwerhoven, 
two brothers, Doth meombete-Ofthe.Board of 
Church ‘trustees, both farmers, and both heavy 
Teal estate Owners in the town. As to the 
fourth@nan, who would give him a majority of 
the board, there is some uncertainty. The 
other members are Mr. Steinway, William H. 
Williams, George H. Smith, and William Brodie, 
Mr. Wiliiaws isin full accord with Mr. Stein- 
way. Mr. Smith says he is satistied to have the 
building used as w school. Mr. Brodie, who 
seems to have been counted upon by Titus, 
said yesterday that he disapproved of the vio- 
lent effort made te keep the sohoo) out, and 
that, while he recognized the irregularity of 
tne Beard of kducation’s proceedings, he 
agreed with Mr. Steinway on the necessity for 
using the church building in that way. 

Eigot years ago the iand on which this Union 
Church building was erected was given to the 
Union Churenh by W:lliam Steinway. A frame 
structure was erected, over which the present 
contest has spruug up. Most of the money for 
116 Construction was also contributed by Mr. 
Steinway. It 1s still used as a church, although 
it has been outgrown vy the congregation. The 
will of the late Theodore Steinway, who died 
some months ago, left $6,000 to aid in building 
anew church in a better location, Thereupon 
William Steinway agreed to buy the present 
building and site for $2,000 and to create a 
publio library there as svon as the church should 

iveitup, At the same time he contributed five 

ots on whiich to put up the new chureh, which 
is now in precess of construction, but will nos 
be finished for six months. 

Mayor Gleason’s atteation having been con- 
centrated on the real-estate-acquiring schemes 
of tue Board of Education yesterday, he was 
not able to give his august attention to other 
matters, Probably as a compaq pette of this 
unhappy preoccupation the Blissville pool 
rooms were running at full blast yesterday, re- 
inforced by a large number of the patrons of 
siwilar concerns in this city whom Superin- 
Po ge Murray’s recent burst of vigilance had 

eft witheut a local gambling haunt. The 
Mayer’s railroad to Blissvilie did a thriving 
business. 

Gleason’s brand-new Health Board organized 
night before last and distributed the spoils at 
ite disposal. For three years the city has been 
without such a board because the Mayor could 
not agree with the late Board of Aldermen. He 
has besieged the Legislature and the State 
Board of Health for interference, but without 
much result. Now, having got a Board of Alder- 
men to suit him, he bas made up a loeal Board 
of Health of the following names: Patrick 
McKeon, William McPhail, Dr. Patrick Me- 
Keown, Peter Bagley, William Friedrich, 
aud James Evans. ‘The Mayor is him- 
self an ex officio member. Ex-City Olerk 
8. B. Noble, a personally persistent office 
holder under the Gleason Democracy, was made 
counsel E. M. Whitney got the position of Reg- 
ister of Vital Statistics and Dr. W. Remsen 
Taylor was re-elected Health Officer. Dr. Tay- 
lor has ,been in office ever since the last Bear 
of Health,was Gissolved. He has had his share vu!

DINNER GIVEN BY THE PAN- 
AMERICAN DELEGATES. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—The dinner given to- 
night in honor of the President of the United 
States by the delegates of the Latin-American 
Conference was undoubtedly the handsomest, 
and in respect to the distinguished character of 
the guests, one of the most notable, ever given 
in Washington. The great new banqueting hall 
of the Arlington Hotel was lavishly and eiféct- 
ively decorated with tall, broad-leafed palms, 
foliage plants, and flowering shrubs. In the 


centre of the room stood a great sago palm, and 
on its leaves sparkled innumerable points of 


colored light. The many tables which radiated 


from this common centre were laden with roses, 
the whole presenting a scene of rare beauty. 
The menu was conspicuously epicurean in 
character, 

Besides the guest of honor, the President, 
there were present the Vice President and all 
the members of the Cabinet except Seeretary 
Tracy, the Chief Justice and the Associate Jus- 
lces of the Supreme Court. ‘there was also a 
notable gathering of foreign Ministers, inciud- 
ing the British Minister, sir Julian Pauneefote; 
the German Minister, Count Arco Valley; the 
French Minister, Baron Roustan; the Russian 
Minister, Baron de Struve, and the Ministers 
from Portugal, Corea, Argentine Republic, 
Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Denmark, Costa 
Rica, Brazil, Turkey, Switzerlaud, Italy, and 
China. Others among the guests were Gen. 
Schotield, a large representation from the For- 
eign Relations Committee of the Senate and 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the House, and 
many members of Copgress. Among the out- 
of-town guests were t Governors of Cennect- 
icut and Delaware and the Mayors of the cities 
of Boston, Baltimore, Harrisvurg, aud New- 
Haven. 

At 9:30 o’clock Mr. Zegarra, the delegate 
from Peru, inabriet but happy speech pro- 
poeed the toast ‘The President of the United 
states.” . The President reapunded briefly, He 
said that he had watched with profound inter- 
est the progress of the conference, and he be- 
lieved it would result in enduring peace and 
good will among the American nations. He 
assured the delegates that to their sister re- 
pubiics the American peopie were abselutely 
and unselfishly friendly. "We do not covet 
your territory,” be said, ‘or your prosperity, 
ee we do covet yourrespeet and your triend- 
ship.’ 

Both speeches were received with enthusi- 
asic applause. The President and the Chief 
Justice left the reom at 10 o’ciock.

OHUROH OIRCLEHS EXOITED, 


A RECTOR SAYS THAT MINISTERS HAVE 
POWER TO FORGIVE SINS. 


BRIDGEPORT, April 16.—The course of the 
Rev. Louis N. Booth, rector of Trinity Church, 
this city, has attracted considerable attention 
oflate. It has beer known for some time that 
Mr. Booth’s interpretation of the Scriptures 
differed somewhat from that of the other Epis- 
eopal clergymen of this city. Hoe is a pro- 
nounced High Churehman, and has taught the 
children in the Sunday school to eall him 
Father Louis. 

For atime there was some dissent in the 
church in regard to the way in which he eon- 
ducted the services, but it seemed that the con- 


gregation increased, and that there proved to 
be many believers in hia peculiar doctrine. 

There was, however, a disagreeing element in 
the church, and that fact reaching ears of the 
rector he announced to his congregation at one 
of the regular Sunday evening serviees that he 
was doing his duty in the munnerin which he 
believed God required him to do. 

At last Sunoday’s service he preached a ser- 
mou which has caused « decided sensation in 
church circles in thia eity. Before the sermon 
the rector made an announcement that he 
would preach @ series of sermons on * The 
Seven sayings of Christ after the Restrrec- 
tion.” It was a great surprise to the congrega- 
tion to see their rector, as his stole was handed 
him by an acolyte, to kiss the vestment before 
placing it about his neok. 

Mr. Booth took yp the second saying, “As 
my Father has sent me, evensosend lyou. Re- 
ceive ye tue Holy Ghost. Whosesoever sins ye 
remit, they are remitted.unto them, and whose- 
soever sins ye retain, they are retained.” 

rom this he argued that the minister is 
given the power of tergiving the sins and ab- 
soiving his fellow-men. He said: 

“I thank God that it is written in the ordinal 
that when every man ils admitted to the dignity of 
priesthood these words are spoken over his bead. 
‘They are absolutely trué, and they mean exactly 
what they say. 1 know that people generally ao not 
want to believe this, and allow it to drop from their 
minds. It is, nevertheless, true, and if the Bishops 
of our Church were to admit what is hidden down in 
ay pam they would declare this statement to be 
a tac 





“If I did not believe that Christ empowered His 
ministers on earth to forgive or retain sins, I would 
never so lower myself as to go through these forms, 
The power to forgive sins was certainly granted to 
sinning mortals. The sins we Commit create an 
adamantine wall between our soulg and heaven, 
bat this barrier vanishes when the Words of abso- 
lution are spoken. Tae ministry of our Ohurch 
have power to turn the gold and silver keys in the 
wards of the lock of heaven and admit—or exclude.” 

At the elose of the sermon the reetor an- 
neunced that he would continue his remarks 
on the seven sayings.

TRACKS UNDER WATER. 


THE OVERFLOW COVERS TWENTY MILES 
OF THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 

NEW-ORLEANS, April 16,—The overflow to-day 
on the Illinois Central Road has reached within 
two miles of Ponchatouta and covers the iron 
from one inch near here to twelve inches at 
Pass Manchac. The track is now under water 
for nearly twenty miles. The marsh is one lake. 

Cross ties, logs, and timber are drifting near 
the railroad, and have to be kept out of the way

STRIKES FOR MORE WAGES 


TROUBLES IN THE LABOR 
FIELD GROWING WORSE. 
BUILDING OPERATIONS SUSPENDED IN 
CHICAGO—POSITION OF THE RAIL- 

ROAD EMPLOYKS AT PITTSBURG. 


PITrsBuRG, Penn., April 16.—The great rail- 
road companies having lines leading into Pitts- 
burg have determined to ignore labor organiza- 
tions or committees other than those composed 
of men intheirownemploy. To that end the 
demand made yesterday for an advanee in 
Wages and redress of grievances will not even 
be considered under present conditions, come 
what may. 

Unless the Switchmen’s Association and its 
powerful backer, the Federation of Rallread 
Employes, change their line of aetion, a strike 
isinevitable. The railroad officials clarm to 
have no fear of this. The determination to 
treat only with its own employes was first de- 
Clared by @eneral Manager McDonald of the 
Pittsburg and Western Road yesterday. 

After @ consuitation of olficials to-day the 
same stand was taken by the Pennsylvania 
Road and the Pennsylvania Company, which 
two giant corporations carry with them a num- 
ber of others. It 1s an attitude somewhat 
unique in the labor annals of Pittsburg. 

During the afternoon the officials of the lead- 
ing railroads running into Pittsburg held a 
consultation, It was decided not to recognize 
the Federation of Railroad Employes or any 


general committees, but each company con- 
cerned will treat only with such men as are in 
ita employ. 

The switohmen claim that this is simply a 
ruse to ascertain detinitely who the leaders in 
the movement and are to act avcordingly. There 
was also general objection among the officials 
to the item in the-bill of grieVanves which re- 
quires that no man shall be discharged by & 
seompany until his offense shall have been 
proved before the Grievance Comuniitee, 

Muvager McCargo of the Allegheny Valley 
Road suid of the twenty comniitteemen who 
culled at hia office but one man was in the 
road’s employ. There were not sixteen griev- 
ences, but sixteen demands, and the obief of 
these was for an advances in wages without giv- 
ing @ reason tor the increase. Mr. McCargo 
said he would make no move until he had con- 
sulted with W. H. Barnes of Philadelphia, Re- 
ceiver of the company, who will be here to- 
merrow. As for not disobarging a man ubtil 
the Grievance Committee cousented, that was 
out of the question. The Allegheny Valley was 
& lemperance road, and employed no man who 
drank; as a consequence, it Bad not injured a 
passenger in fifteen years. 

General Manager Wood of the Pennsylvania 
Company, which controls the Fort Wayne and 
Pan Handie system, stated the position of his 
compauy plainly. Of the sixteen men who 
waited on the officials but two were employes 
ofthe company. The bill of grievances wasn’t 
even sicned, and there was nothiog in it to 
show that the company employes were inter- 
ested in it; therefore it would net even be con- 
sidered, It employes of the company wait upon 
the officials they will be treated with gladly 
and their requests censidered. 

Superintendeut Pitcairn of the Pittsburg 
division of the Pennsylvania Railroad made a 
Similar statement. Superintendent Patton of 
the Baitimore and Ohio and Superintendent 
Holbrook of the Pittsburg and Lake Erie were 
both out of the city, and the attitude of these 
companies is undefined as yet. 

LocKProrT, N. Y., April '16.—The look-out 
ordered by the National Glass-Blowers’ As- 
sembly is not yet ended. It began in September 
last, and there are still nearly 500 men out of 
employment. William Longtaft, the General 
Financial Secretary of the order, who resides 
here, saysthat the lock-out is one of the long- 
est in the cuses of some of the glass manu- 
facturers that has ever existed. 

The apprentice question was what caused the 
extensive lock-outs among the glasa-blowing 
turnaces of this country. The manufacturers 
sought to control the apprentices and claimed 
they had aright to appuoint an unlimited num- 
ver in their furnaces. The order, which is 
now ealled the National Trade Assemvly No, 
143, Knights of Labor, granted two appren- 
tices to any ordinary furnace, 

Mr. Lougtait said: “The order sought to 
regulate this matter according to the number 
of men employed and the class of ware manu- 
ftactured. in the very large furpaces they con- 
cede thatthe manufacturer is entitled to more 
than two, and apportion them according to the 
amount of expert laboremployed. Among the 
firms who are still standing out are Moore 
Brothers of Clayton, N. J.; the Whitney Glass 
Works at Glasadorough, N. J.; Bodine Thomp- 
son & Co. of Williamstown, N. J.; Eli Hoyt & 
Co. of Clyde, N. Y.; Hoyt Eli & Co. of Pough- 
keepsic, the Brookfield Company of Brooklyn, 
and Grange Brothers & Co. o1 Frankfort, Penn. 
The other sixty-five firms in the United States 
and Canada nave acceded to our demands, 

Up to Jan. 1 the order carried between 1,200 
and 1,300 unemployed hands whom they sup- 
ported and maintained in their lock-out. The 
married men receive on an average of $8 a 
week. Since January iast the order have 
haa between 400 and 500 men to take care of, 
and this number wiil new probably continue 
until the close of the year. 

The firms mentioned above will practically 
be without skilled labor by next season, even 
if they concede the blowers’ rights, as the as- 
sembly is procuring places for the men as fast 
as 16 Can. 

CHICAGO, April 16.—The embargo placed by 
the striking carpenters on building operations 
in Chicago continues effective. The official 
veto on labor extends not only te all of their 
Own craft but now embraces nearly all trades 
employed in architectural work. 

At the elose of work last evening the great 
majority of the bricklayers, plasterers, lathers, 
Painters, and plumbers were laid off indeti- 
nitely. There was no more work for them to 
do. Ali lines of work had resehed the stopping 
piace, beyond which they could not go without 
the assistance of the carpenters. 

Nothing was doing to-day. The “ posses” did 
not even attempt to start up work. 

At the strikers’ headquarters 1t was estimated 
that 25,000 men connected with the various 
building trades were idle as the result of the 
earpenters’ strike. The strikers vo-day secured 
permission to parade to-motrow. They propose 
to have 3,000 meu in line, but to keep their 
pickets out as before. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 16.—Tne carpenter’s 
strike is on in earnest to-day. Yesterday, the 


inaugurating day, there were reasons for be- 


lieving that an agreement would be speedily 
reached by which the men would return to 
work, but to-day employer and employe are 
working in directly opposite directions, and 
the conditions are fair for a long, bitter tight

BaTH, Me., april 16.—The painters employed 
at the New-England Company’s shipyard, who 
atruck yesterday for an increase in wages of 50 
cents a day, returned tou work this morning. 
The company granted an increase of 25 cents a 
day. 

BosTon, Mass., April 16.—There is considera- 
ble excitement in labor eircles to-day over two 
reports made public this morning. The firat 
comes from London, and is to the effect that the 
Freestone Contractors’ Association have found 
a way of evading the foreign contract labor law 
vy assuring the mon they are trying to seeure 
in England that they ure not authorized to 
make avy contracts iu Engiand, but will make 
legal agreements immediately on their arrival 
in the United States. 

The second report is The published statement 
at the Building Trades Council tha: the brick- 
layers have signed a contract with the employ- 
ers net to strike for threo years, in return for 
whieh the men are to receive an advance of 10 
cents per hour with eight hours as aday’s 
work. Most of the bricklayers are non-com- 
mittal on the subject.

CuicaGgo, April 16.—Chicago is to have a new 
theatre which will be thoroughly European, and 
the only thing ofits kindin the United States. 
A stock company, with a paid-up capital of 
$100,000, has been inaugurated under the name 
ofthe Crystal Palace Theatre Company, and 
work Bh Loo be begun on the heuse May 1. It will 
be ready and opened June 1. 

The incorporators are F. Dewit Smith, capi- 
talist and real estate; I. W. Poor, real estate, 
and John Whitehead, an English theatrical 
Manager, for years connected with the 
Alhambra, Empire, and Oxford Theatres in 
London. The theatre will be situated in 
Wabash-avenue, three blocks south of the 
Auditorium, The first floor will be filled by 
tables surrounded by chairs, arranged in ele- 
vations. There will be no parquet eircie. This 
section of the house will be the cheapest. 
Above the pit will be the reserved seats in two 
balconies. These balconies will consist of boxes 
running around the auditorium. The pit circle 
on the first floor will be half surrounded by two 
rows of boxes. The stage will be 40 feet on the 
proscenium and 40 feet deep. It will be con- 
structed with a special view to spectacular per- 
formanceeés, 

The attractions will be something after the 
order of the Alhambra of Lendon.

A STEAMER DISABLED. 





THE MARK LANE BREAKS HER PRO- 
PELLER AND IS TOWED TO PORT. 


Havirax, N. 8., April 16.—Another disabled 
steamship was towed in here to-day, the Mark 
Laue from New-Orleans, with maize to Belfast, 
Ireland. Capt. Pengilly reports he sailed from 
New-Orileans March 31, called at Norfolk, Va, 
for coal, and left there on the 8th instant. On 
the 10th and 1ltha strong southwest gale with 
heavy southerly sea was encountered. On Sat- 
urday morning last, when about three hundred 
and fifty miles southeast of Halifax, it was 
found there was something wrong either with 
the propeller or shaft, as the engines were 
making a great many more revolutions than 
they should. 

The steamer was stopped, and on examina- 
tion it was found that three biades were gone 
from the propeller. 1t was also discovered that 
the ship was leaking badly through the stern 
and water was coming in faster than the pumps 
could keep it clear. This was eaused by pack- 
ing around the shaft working out. 

As it was dangeross to preceed, owing to the 
rapidity with woich water came in when the 
engines were started, tue ship was laid to te 
await assistance. At 1 o’clock Sunday after- 
noon the steamer Crete, Capt. James, Philadel- 
phia to Koenigaberg, hove in sight, and in an- 
swer to signals frem the Mark Lane bore down 
and agreed te tow ber to this port. Two steel 
hawsers were run between the ships and the 
towing was done without mishap. 

The Mark Lane will have to discharge a por- 
tion of her cargo in order to makerepairs, The 
Crete, after eoaling, will proseed on her voyage. 
The question of salvage will be left to the 
court to decide.

BOSTON LITHOGRAPHERS KNOW OF NO 
SYNDICATE IN THE TRADE. 


Boston, April 16.—If there is any foundation 
for the statement that a syndicate has been 
formed with a backing of $200,000,000 to buy 
up all the lithographic plants in the United 
Btates and form a trust, the principal lithog- 
raphers in Boston are woefully ignorant of 
what is going on in their owntrade.

A BOOMERANG TARIFF BILL 


WHAT MASSACHUSETTS THINKS 
OF A DUTY ON HIDES. 
LEATHER MEN AND WOOL MEN GOING 
OVER TO THE REFORM PARTY—DAN- 
GERS OF LOCAL POLITICAL FEUDS. 


Boston, April 16.—Major William McKinley 
of Ohio has done more in one month to stimu- 
late the tarif{referm propaganda in Massachu- 
setts than could be performed by the united 
Democratic hosts in half ayear. The proposal 
to restore the duty on hides for the benefit of 
certain agricultural communities at the West 
has brought the whole question squarely before 
the people, Through her pocket the intelligent 
conscience of Massachusetts has been pricked. 
In protesting against this assault upon one of 
her Jeading inaustries, she has been forced to 
concede the. injustice and iniquity of the entire 
policy of high protection. Her decayed woolen 
business rises up before heras aliving reminder 
of what she has paid by way of tripute to the 
wool growers of Ohio, her silent foundries and 
dismantled rolling mills tell too plainly the sad 
story of Pennsylvania’s rapacity, and when the 
bounding West ordered her tostand and deliver 
once more, she made up her mind to offer ferei- 
ble resistance to the cheerful band of highway- 
men who have been robbing her so systematic- 
ally. Itis too late now for the final restora- 
tion of hides to the free list to arrest this grow- 
ing sentiment of self-assertion. 

It is difficult for the average man to find any 
material difference between the effects of a 
duty on wool and a duty on hides. When 
sturdy protectionist organs like the Journaland 
the Advertiser admit that aduty of 15 per cent. 
ad valorem on im sorted hides will increase the 
eost, and consequently the selling price, of 
shoes just 15 per cent, what argument can 
they offer in support of an increase of duty on 
carpet wools that will convince reasoning read- 


ers? 

A canvass of the wool dealers and of the lead 
ing manufacturers in this vieinity has con- 
vinced me that Massachusetts is overwhelm: 
ingly in favor of free wool. These gentlemen 
entered into an arrangement with the Wool 
Growers’ Association last Winter, by whieh it 
was stipulated that the existing ratea might be 
allowed to stand in the new schedules of the 
Tariff bill. They pressed for lower duties, but 
the Western men gave them to understand 
quite plainly thatif there was to be a reduction 
they would see to it that a greater out was 
made in the duties upon finished woolen and 
worsted fabrics. One of the delegates to the 
conference told me, not over a week ago, that 
free woul would give a stimulus to manufact- 
uring in New-England through which both 
eapital and labor would derive substantial 
benetits. ‘‘But what can we do,” he said, 
** when these Western Men threaten to throw 
open the markets to woolen goods unless we 
come to their terms? We are powerless. Our 
hands are tied and our mouths are sealed. We 
must submit or be foreed out of business. Now 
that the leather trade is assailed the people of 
New-England will have a chance to appreciate 
our situation.” 

Itis a matter of public record that some of 
the leading merchants and marufacturers of 
Boston, and of other large industrial centres in 
Massachuestts, Rhode Island, and New-Hamryp- 
shire, have broken the shackies that bound 
them so long, and have declared for free 
and for lower duties upon iron ore and pig iron. 
In this movement party lines were totally 
i«nored. Oliver Ames, while Governor of the 
State and leader of the Republican Party, was 
one of the signers of the petition. Other influ- 
ential Republicans joined him in asking that 
the raw materials entering into our manufact- 
ures be admitied free of duty. 

I mention these fasts for the purpose of show- 
ing the unmistakable tendency of New-Engiand 
toward the platform enunciated by Mr. Cleve- 
land ip 1886. The change in sentiment has 
been radical, if not rapid. Ithas been of steady 
growth, and it bids tair to be permanent and 
abiding as toits results. In the campaign of 
1889 the Dewocraile Party forced the fighting 
on the tariff issue. The Republicans insisted 
that State policies alone were invoived, but 
they were compelled, toward the close of the 
contest, to defend their position. The result of 
the spirited agitation of the question was @ 
very narrow Republican piurality—about 6,590. 
The party was iu a minority of 8,397, while in 
1888 it had a elear majority of 18,695 anda 
plurality of 28,069. 

The Representatives of the State in the Fifty- 
second Congress will be elected next Novem- 
ber. Of the twelve districts into which the 
Commonwealth is divided the Repuoliean 
Party now controls ten. Willit be able to hold 
its ground in the coming contest? Will it re- 
cover the one doubtful distriet now represented 
by a Democrat? Or will it lose that and others 
that are uncomfortably close? These are qaes- 
tions which challenge the attention of thought- 
ful politicians to-day. And there is some 
quaking among the active leaders as they scan 
thereturns of last year and read the reports 
from Washington concerning tariff legislation. 
I nave already given some indication of the 
temper of the State regarding the latter suab- 
ject. It mgy be profitable to devote some at- 
tention to the former. 

In the national election of 1888 there were 
coast for members of Congress in this State an 
acgregate of 341,517 votes. These were di 
among the parties as followa: Republitean, 
178,841; Democratic, 154,385; all others, 
8,291; Repub:. an plurality, 24,456; Republic- 
an majority, 16,165. Divided among the twelve 
Congressional districts, the votes in each were 
as below:

It will be seen that, while 178,841 Republican 
votes elected ten Representatives, it took 154,- 
8385 Democratic votes to elect two. In other 
words, every 17,384 Republican voters have 
one Congressman, and there is one for erery 
77,892 Democrats. This result was aceom- 
plished by grouping nearly all the strong Dem- 
ocratic warda in Boston together to constitute 
the Fourth District. Other wards with tariff- 
reform tendencies were thrown into strong Re- 
publican districts, and by following this poley 
throughout the State a genteel gerrymander 
was established which keeps the high protect- 
ive majority in the lower house up to quite re- 
spevtabie proportions. 

In the election of 1889 for Governor and 
other State officers and with the tariff question 
still before the people as a live and active issue 
the total vote as compared with that cast the 

revious year fell off perceptibly. This was to 

e expected. But the losses susteined by the 
two contending parties were by no means 
equal. The Republicans suffered more heavily 
than did their opponents. The aggregate was 
263,111, divided as follows:

Certain reactionary statesmen and publicists, 
Who oppose all reforms on principle—men like 
Benjamim F. Baller, David Benuett mill, and 
Charies A. Dana—Lave been amusing them- 
selves by an effort to convince the pablic that 
the Austraiian ballot law _was responsible for 
the shrinkage in Boston’s Deinotratio majority. 
While lam willing to eoncede that somé votes 
were leat to both sides under the firat test of 
this system of voting, I contend that the elec- 
tion Was aliowed to go by default in part, and 
that it was sold ont abd the goods delivered by 
the liquor dealers for aspecitic consideration. 
What was that consideration? A pledge made 
by or for Mr. Brackett that he weald appoint 
the present Chairman of the Boara of Po- 
hee, whose term expires next month The 
Liquor Dealers’ Association spent time and 
Money to seeurs his election after this pledge 
had been made. Mr. Russéli had attacked the 
board during his campaign; if elected he would 
not reappeint its Chairman. He made no*seoret 
of his opposition both to the institution and to 
ita personne!. The liquor shops ate regulated 
by this commission, Licenses may be given, 
withheld, or revoked at its pleasure. It is as 
autocratic in the exercise of this function as 
the Czar of Russia. No judiciai or executive 
body has the right to review its proceedings or 
to set aside its findings. The Republican man- 
agers, alarmed at tae defection which was as- 
stming gigantic proportions in the outlying 
districts, turned to Boston and her grog shops 
for the rescue of their candidate from defeat. 
They made a bargain and they won with it. 
They promised to stand by the liquer sellers, to 
protect their interests, and to leave undisturbed 
in office the three Commissioners of Pulice and 

Xeise. : 

But why was the Executive Committee of the 
Btate Committee lukewarm, if nothing more 
reprehensible? There is a long story here 
Wluch may be told briefly now, aud which may 
bear elaboration hereafter. The local Democ- 
racy had been split into two faetions over a 
year before the election of 1889. The eause of 
the rift was partly personal jealousy between 
rival leaders and partly the overweening am- 
bition of one man. That man was Micnael M. 
Cunniff. His antagonist was Patriek Maguire, 
@ wien With arecord of over twenty-five years’ 
party service. These two men bad been, for 
years, pariners in the business. of conducting 
polities, distributing — offices, and making 
“slates.” They did not always agree, but they 
managed to pull along together because they 
had a common object in view. Cunniff was 
young, dariug, ambitious, and not over particu- 
lar in hts methaods. He weuld net shrink from 
taking desperate chances provided desperate 
ebances were required and tne end to be reached 
Was worthy therisk. He grew rich quiie sud- 
denly, disposed of his corner saloon, set up a 
dog curt and a yacht, joined whatever clubs he 
could get inte, aud, in short, became a man of 
affuirs and a swell. 

About this time it occurred to him that he 
Would dissolve the partnership existing be- 
tween bimself and Mr. Maguire ana go into the 
business of a boss on his own account, This he 
undertook todoin1888 at the municipal election. 
He was beaten; the city elected @ Republican 
Government and Mr. Cunaitf lost bis “grip” at 
the City Hall. In the Spring of 1889 caucuses 
were held for the choice of delegates to the 
City Committee, Tne rival factions were out 
In torce and the result of tho balloting, or pér- 
hapsit would be more proper to say of the 
sonnting, was in doubt. When the delegates 
Same together for organization there was 4 riot 
Which Iasted several sours. Two conventions 
Wwers organized in thesame hall, headed re- 
spectively by Mr. Maguire and Mr. Cunniff. 
The iormer won because he had a majority of 
the duiy-clected delegates with him; @ compro- 
mise was effected and the committee was prop- 
erly erganuied. SKoth the leaders remained as 
members. 

The fight was renewed when the time came 
for electing delegates to the Siate Convention. 
Cansifl’s enemies captured the caucus in his 
own ward, but he had the machinery and 
counted them out; they held a separate cau- 
cts, elected delegates, and appeared vefore the 
State Commities as contestants. he case was 
heard in committee, both sides told their sto- 
Ties, and Mr. Cusniff was declared to be not 
entitied toa seat in the convention. He was 
then Chairman of the Exeeutive Committee of 
the State Ceutral Commities and manager of 
the campaign. 7 resigned his place upon the 
announcement of the vute—0 to 6, 1 believe— 
and leit for Boston uext morning. The resigna- 
tien was not atecepted. Tae campaign went on 
under hie management With the result already 
stated. it was for Mr. Cunniff’s interest that a 
sinail vote should be cast in Bosten for the 
Democratic ticket. Such a result would be a 
slight vindication of his position. The Young 
Meu’s Democratic Ciub, which ts enthusiastic 
for tariff reform, organized a Oampaiga Com- 
mittee of Its own, and to the well-direeted ef- 
forte of this body the party is indebted for its 
escape from a worse defeat tham befell it last 
November. 

When the néw State Committee met for or- 
ganization last January the old ofliesrs were 
¢audidates for re-election. But Mr. Cunniff 
was defeated for the Chairmanship of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, slong with Lewis and Alger, 
Treasurer and Secretary respectively. ‘here 
was # few deal, so far as that portion of the or- 
ganization was concerned. Mr, Maguire had 
&ireaiy resigned trom the committed, but his 
friends joinea with Mathews, Qaincy, and uther 
earnest young reformers, for the purpose of 
ousting the men whe had been responsible for 
the defeat of the ticket iast year. 


Mr. Cunnif’ has ceased, therefore, to be an 
active and positive force in the party leader- 
ship. But he has not ceased to be a member of 
the inner council Neither can it be said that 
he ia withoutinfiuence. He is capable of wield- 
ing considerable power for mischief if he is so 
inolined. He is popular with the liquor men, 
for be was until recently one of their number. 
He is rich, and if he should conie to believe 
that his own political or personal interests re- 
quired it, he would undoubtedly stab the party 
in the back as an act of retaliation. 

What effect will this condition of affairs in 
Boston have upon the coming Congressional 
elections! That is the question to consider 
now. I have shown that the internecine quat- 
rel between rival factions prévented the 
triumph of tariff reform last year. \The Demo- 
cratic losses—iirat from scant registration, and 
secondly, from detections among Demooratic 
liquor deslers—stemmed the surging tide of 
Democratic sticcess whieh came rushing dewh 
trem the country. The splendid campaign of 
logio and of thought, thé eonspicuous and 
notable accretions to progressive Democracy, 
and to the principles it stands tor to-day wére 
neutralized by the selfishness of a band of rum 
sellers and by the culpable dereliction of a few 
men whe li grievances to nurse. And what 
Was dope then can be done and may be done 
again. The irrepressible eonflict is still going 
on. The fight for control of the local machine 
is to be renewed next month, when both sides 
may be expected to repeat the scenes of last 
year. 

Among men of principle and of high and 
lofty patriotism whatever changes are o¢cur- 
ring in political affiliation or association are in 
favor of Democracy and tariff reform. The 
slight losses sustained by the advocates of 
tariff reform, bailot reform, and civil-service 
reform are more than compensated by aéces- 
sious from the Republican —. No more 
sarnest Democratio workers can be fouhd in 
the State than Sherman Hoar, George Fred 
Williams, Josiah Quincy, John T. Wheelfight, 
A. J. O. Bowden, or Gen. Hazard Stevens, not to 
ihention scores of young men of character and 
ability in various parts of the Commonwealth 

ho have cast their lot with the Democratic 

arty because that pafty represents the pol- 
ities and prinolplés they believe in and which 
they hope to see made the basis of national 
legislation.

BOOKSTAVER OASE#. 


YESTERDAY’S PROCKEDINGS BEFORE 
THE ASSEMBLY COMMITTEE. 


ALBANY, April 16.—To-day the last bit of évi- 
dence in the case of Judge Bookstaver, that of 
Almon Goodwin of New-York, who testified as 
to the Judge’s character, was submitted to the 
Assembly Judiciary Conimittee, which is inves- 
tigating the matter, to determine whetner an 
impeachment shalt bé orderéd of not. The 


okse was summed up by Delos MeCurdy for 
Judge Buokstaver and by Judge Countryman 
for the State. 

Mr. McCurdy, who made the opening argu- 
ment, tried td demonatrate how impossible it 
was for the Judge to have beén Connected with 
the Fiack divorce conspiracy. Meeks, he said, 
in order to save himseif when he found that he 
was in danger, tried to throw ail the odiam on 
Judge Bookstaver. ‘the Judge had looked at 
ail the papers in the case presented to him, 
and seeing nothing irregular about them had 
sighed them. Mr. McCurdy mainiained tnat in 
siguing these papers without reaaiog them 
carefully Judge ouxgstaver did what any 
other Judge would have done under the cir- 
cumstances. Judges, lie contended, do not 
ask eparaer’ who appear before them if they 
are reputable and honest. Shey take it for 
granted that the papers presented for their sig- 
nature are carefully oe gee oe by honest men,and 
sign them in sucn belief. If this rule were to be 
changed Judges could not perform all the work 
imposed upon them. The papers in question 
had been so Carefully drawa that they déceived 
even the District Attorney. inorder to decide 
udversely to Judge Bookstaver, the committee 
must find that he had knowledge of the unlaw- 
ful nature of the papers when he signéd them. 

Judge Countryman read to the committee the 
list of impeachable offenses of Judges which 
Samuel J. Tilden prepared and submitted to the 
Assembiy years ago prelimibary to the trial of 
Judge Barnard. Then he reviewed the evidence 
at great length, and said that, in his opinion, it 
was sufficient to warrant the committee in mak- 
ing a repuft to the Assembly in favor of the 
impeachment of Judge Bookstaver. The excuses 
offered by the Judge he deciated to be éxtreme- 
y silly aud tiwerthy of creuencve.

The committee eg | recominends that the 
Presbytery unite with the other Presbyteries in 
asking the General Assembly to invite the co- 
operation of the Presbyterian and Reformed 
Caurctnes of America and Europe in ps eoremd 
a short creed containing the essential articles 
ofthe Westminster Confession, to be used as 
the common oreed of these churches, not as a

ALBANY, April 16,—The Senate is rapidly los- 
ing all sense of shame and decency. After last 
night’s performance in -passing the Aquéduct 
Claita bill, and déteating the Stein Pawnbrokor 
bill, almost anything demoralizing could be ex- 
pected of the upper house, This morning the 
rules were suspended te advance Judge Greene’s 
Bridge bill, and it was atausing to witness the 
anties ef certain Senators and the reasons ad- 
vanced fof progressifig the bill. © 

Thé rumot was cufrent throughout the Cham- 
ber that Senator Quay of Pennsylvania had 
written to the Piatt Senators requesting them 
to kill this bill, because it interfered with the 
Liliendahl bill now before Congress, in whieh a 
number of Congressmen and United States Sen- 
ators are heavily interested, and which pro- 
poses to: spread a magnificert structure across 
the Huasén, with eixht railroad tracks, from 
Jersey City to New-York. On the neels of this 
came the story that Police Commissioner 
Charles F. MacLean appeared in Albany last 
night with orders to the Tammany Hall Sen- 
ators to vote against the Greene bill on the 


ground that he and a number of his friends 
were interested in the Washiugton bill, whosé 
prospects would be seriously interfered with 
were the scheme of Judge Greene’s to pass the 
Lexislature. 

ow did the Tammany Sénatora accept this 
advices? By slavishly voting ob the argument 
of Mr. MacLean, a member of their orgauiza- 
tion? No! They coucluded that the fight was 
Gue betwéen two rival interests, between Con- 
gressmen in Washingion and legislators in Al- 
bany. Quay, the chief exponent of the Wash- 
ingion scheme, is a Repuvlican; Greene, the 
Champion of the Alvany jov, a Deiiuovrat. No 
matter which vie sucteeded, the vity of New- 
York was bound to suifer. The local author- 
itlae ot New-York were not to be vousulted by 
either. 

The bill wasin charge of Senator Richard- 
80D, Who had experienced the mortification of 
seeing the Senate a short time before kili his 
bill, which provided for the appropriation of 
$10,000,000 within eighteen years for the im- 
[es gegen, of State reads. In hendiing the 

ridge bill, Richardson was piloted through 
the shoals of parliamentary law by Senator 
Ives. He succeeded in suspending one riile in 
order to bring the measure before the nate, 
lt was considered in Oommittese of the 
Whole, the Lieutenant Governor laying him- 
seli open to criticism by putting into the 
chaif the only Senatef who had opposéd the 
bill’s advancement, Mr. Chase of Albany.

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REST AND RECREATION FOR 
WORKING GIRLS. 
Miss roTTER’s PAPER READ BEFORE 
THE CONVENTION OF GIRLS’ CLUBS 
“~\S—a SYMPOSIUM FROM HOBOKEN. 


When the fair 4elegates to the Gonvention of 
Wofkiag Girls’ Clubs met yesterday for their 
second day’s session their smiling faces and 
cheerful voices expressed the elation they felt 
over the succéss of théir undertaking: While 
there weré few present of the members of the 
girls’ clubs who actually-earn their living by 
daily toil, every girl apd woman présent insisted 
upon being ¢alléd a Working girtl. As Miss 
Johnson of the Lhirty-eighth Street Working 
Girls’ Society naively expressed it in her paper 
on “What Do Working Girls Owe One An- 
other?’*—* We will not be sélfish and inélude 
under this term only those of us wile work for 
wages, We. bdliceve that the woman who is 
plaved beyend the need of laboring for daily 
bread has really received her wages in advance, 
and so is under greater obligations te werk for 
the good of othets than the rest of us,” 

Miss Grace H. Dodge, a former School Coni- 
missioner and a natufal leadér among women, 
is the moving spirit of the convention, and 
with her are actively assuciated the Misses 
Clara 8., Virginia, and Jane B. Potter, daudh- 
ters of Bishop Potter; Miss Maria B. Chapin, 
Mrs. H. Otiesheimer, Mrs. Richard Irwin, Jr., 
Miss Rebecca F. Morse, Miss Heleu Iselin, Miss 
Fiorenee B. Lock wood, Miss Catlotta R, Lowell, 
Miss 8 M. Minturn, Mra. Gaspar Griswold, and 


Mrs. Archibald Alexander of this city; Mra. 
Mary storrs Haynes and Mrs. L, W. Betts of 
Brooklyn; Miss 8. Kk. Gardner, Miss Hay wood, 
Miss Keddington, and Mias Shepherd of Boston; 
Miss Huiman and Mrs. Kiiza s. Turuer of Phila- 
delphia; Miss Emily M, Morgan of Harttord, 
and Miss Clare dé Graffenried of Washington. 

Pwo sessions were held yesterday, st botu of 
which the aseembly rooms of the Metrupoitan 
Opera House were overtaxed. The day was 
given up to the reading of papers, most of thém 
short, ** three-minute papers,” tipon prominent 
phases of the work, and ail of them practieal 
and interesting and instructive. A novel teat 
uré Of them Was an O¢casionual Symposium from 
the Wage earnérs Of ao club, seni in te be réad 
by some One Of the attending delegates. 

The Ludustrial Society of Hoboken sent a re- 
markabie symposium, to which éight mémbers 
contributed. It was read by Mies Maria B. 
Chapin, Chairman of the ULommittee on Papers, 
and created sumething of a sensation. Lt was 
a8 fellows: 


“A working girlis doing other working girls an 
lnjury when she consents to work for less than 
‘living wages,’ A girl who is supported vy her 
parents aud only works for pocket nioney, or to buy 
ber clothes, or a young married womsu Who works 
tor the same objects can witoru to take lower wages 
than & giri Who as to pay her own voard, &e, 

“Foreigners shuld not ve brought over to com- 
pete with American giris, They will work for less 
than ‘living wages,’ bevadse they are accustomed 
to go without what an Ameridan girl would cuu- 
sider the common décencies of lite. 

* We do not approve of the principle of strikes. 
We should preier to see all matters referring to 
labor and capital regulated by law. For this pur- 
pose Representatives should be sent to Von- 
gress Who would really répresent the wage earners 
and their mteres.s. 

* strikes generally profit no one but the walking 
delegates. Strikes, in rare instances aud in the 
present state of the laws, are justified when the 
employer attempts to bring the wages paid down 
to starvation rates. They will unly succeed if the 
gzirle all go out together and if they all rewain firm. 

* One good, pure-mwinued girl often elevates tne 
tone Of those working with her. Any girl with 
common sense will bé disgusted with the conversa- 
tion of @ ‘tough’ girl. Girls svon dwiudle inte 
groups according to tieir tastes and characters. If 
the guGu gitis predominate the ‘toughs’ are atraid 
tu talk out. One good gifi lias more intldence than 
one ‘tough.’ We have noticed the superiority of 
girls beionging to our svocietivs, Lheir good 
thoughts are strengiNeved there, They are helped 
by the ‘ practical talks.’” 


There were many otvber instructive papers,but 
chief in interest was one vy Miss Clara Sidney 
Potter upon the subject of “ Summer Vavations; 
Holiday House.” About two yeura ago Miss 
Potter niade up her mind that a holiday resort 
for working girls woulda be & useful and appre- 
ciated insiitution, and communicating her ideas 
to the auxiliary society of tie Assovlation of 
Working Girls’ Soeimtics she Was authorized to 
put her ideas into practical operation. She ao- 
cordingly selected & suitable Louse at Miller's 
Place, a pretty little village on the north shore 
of Long island, aid fitted it up. During the 
succeeding Summer and the Summer after she 
and her sister spent several Weeks there in per- 
sonal charge of the “‘ Holiday House.” In her 
paper she sald: 


“It is @ close, sultry Summer’s ovaning in New- 
York. ‘The ait hangs heavy, lifeless, spiritiess 
over the wearied city. The day has been one of 
those in what the papers Call ‘a heated term,’ and 
every one in the great city, it seems, must be 
exhausted with the mere effort of life, apart from 
work, that has gone on-since the burning sun first 
showed his tacé that moruing. Norelief or refresh- 
ment has come with his setting; the heat conginues, 
the noise and activity as well. 

“At the doorway of a quiet, respéctabie-looking 
house 12 Kast Broadway, near Jefferson-street, 
stands a youug girl. 816 leans against the stotie- 
work of the entrance, and her sleuder, droopiug 
figure and delicate face, with its wearied expressiun, 
tell that the day hes gone hard with her. An air ot 
discouragenicnt, of dejection, hangs about her per- 
son, that the glance shows to be refined, sensitiv 
aiid graceful. Men and women loiter rear an 
hurry by, loud anit viligar sometimes, often itfita- 
bie and eyed g Upon thé cross street near where 
she stands lier idl6 gaze oan travel far. High tene 
menis line it, from whose windows, even to tle 
very tops of the buildings, light streams oat in 
blinding brilliance, 

There is not one fresh, reviving element in 3 A 
thing that surrounds her, and this is Summer in 
Now-York. She has oftem heard from her mother 
of what Stimmier can be in the country. It seems 
80 Dear, 80 &ttaipable, why should she khow éo lit- 
tle of it} she has Accomplished a great deal al- 
ready in her short life. The littie home above-stairs 
where she lives alone with her mother is tasteful 
and comfortable through her untiring efforts. All 
day long, alk. week long, for years she has worked 
patientiy m the same workroom, at the same 
steam-power machine, at the same kind of gar- 

a. Ame how little change or rélaxation has 
she ha 

“ste, with other girls, has tested all thé re- 
sources that seenied Within her reach. In Summer 
they have gous on half holidays to Fort Lee, have 
tried the day excursions to resorts about New- 
York. How unsatisfaciory it has all been. Of all 
the resorts they have visited half were places they 
never cared to see again; boisterons fun, rudeness. 
atid vulgarity reigned supteme, and girls who care 
as she did for their dignity fuaud nothing to pléase 
of to réfrerh. The other day fesorts required tar 
more dress and 6xpensé thau they could aiford, 

“On auch tights as these Wliere could ashe got 
How often she and her girl friends had taiked it 
over, The city parks were forbidden—too many 
men and ioe few benches. Sometimes @ roof was 
available and pleasant unless tie wind blew ehim- 
ney sutits all over one or the water pipe was in ine 
way. dhe, proud an@ sénsitive to a fault, would 
not subject herseif to be criticised tor saufitering 
about the streets of an eveuing, and nothing was 
lett, therefore, unless she choses to tide back and 
forth over a ferry rotite as sume of the girls wore 
fond of doing. his was cheap, and the air was 
gvod and pure, but itis tiresome work standing out 
there on dyek tor trip after trip. 

“A lull occurs in the noise about her, and 
while it lasts she heats coming round the corner 
thé subdued but gay Vuicos of sonie girls she 
used to know.

The 
drive from the station in the stages had been en- 
livened by many ancscdotes of last year’s doings, of 
plans for thid year’s visit. As the stages drew up 
under thé tall locusts, the old-fashioned country 
house ———- in the middie of the quaint and 
pretty village looked more like & private home than 
@ boarding house of any kind. But the visit of in- 
spection paid by all the new arrivals proved it to 
be their own house, large, roomy, simple, and plain 
but comfortable and very pleasant and arrang 
era oy tot girls to tse and lave a good tite 

fh. As she sat there on the veradoda, @ little tired 
from the walk, sunset iit, to the cliff overhanging 
the ocean, Our little city friend felt the sense of rest, 
contentment, and refreshment. , 

“Light shining out trom the large outbuildings 
and the sound of music showed Where thé younser 
girls had already instituted livelier amusements. 
And ali the Questions her sensitive independence 
liad prompted had all been answered even before 
she had lett town. She wos shown that duriig the 

receding year, Holiday House and Holiday Har- 
Bor (the two boarding houses of the New-York 
clubs) had accom modaied 349 guests. Ata weekly 
rave of $4, and traveling expenses at $1 64, the full 
sum of $1,9U5 98 hau been received from boarders. 
The current expenses for housekeeping and wages 
for the season of twelve weeks had amounted to 

51,250 48. The cosatof tickets and stage fares was 

So46 44, making a total of costs of $1,794 9%. Ke- 
ceipts being $1,905 98 and costs beiug $1,734 92, a 
balance of $111 us had been cleared as &@ profit 
during the season of 1489, and expended on new 
furniture and repairs. 

“Other sums received from friends of club mem- 
bers had been expended in improvements on the 
house aud property, but the living expenses of bo.h 
houses were thas shown to be more than carried by 
the income drawn from the boardvurs. Each heusenold 
Was Managed by a housekeeper, whose services 
were Voluntary, and three servants, No arbitrary 
rules were laid down, boardére taking ho part in 
householt affairs beyond making their own beds 
and takiog turns at drying the dishes after measis, 
buta wacit understanding existed by which, when 
any plans of pleasure were proposed, the head of the 
household should always be cousaited, and thus a 
harmoiiivus course of action Was established with- 
out avy rigidity of system. 

“No iséue as to disvipliue has ever occurred. All 
moneys puid for board ana raiiroad tickets were re: 
ceived by the city business agent in advance and 
paid in tothe Holiday Hvuuse Dank account to be 
drawn against by the house managers. 

‘Any outline of the daily life at Holiday Housp 
is hara to give, as the pleasures of country life, es- 
pecially to those unaccusteimed to them, have & 
flavor impossible to descrive.

On1cA4G0, April 16.—Whether or not the con- 
struction of a4 commercial telegraph line be- 
tween Chicago and New-York wiil be com- 
menced within thirty days depends on the 
answer of Col. R. W. Clowrey, Firet Vice Presi- 
dent of the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
returiis to the demand made by the Board of 
Trade Committee to-day that the forty-eenf 
rate between the two eities be reduced to 2f 
cents. 

The high rate went into effect April 1, wheu 
the telegraph company was forced to withdraw 
its offices from the floor of the board, when th¢ 
war against the bucket shops was begun. At 4 
méeting of members, recently held, a commit 
tee, consisting of Robert Lindblom, A. Poole, and 
C. F. Dwight, was appointed to secure a return 
to the old rate or put in eperation 4 telegraph 
company which would construct a line to New- 
York, he committee made its demand of 
Superintendent Tubbs to-day, but he said that 
in the absence of Mr. Clowrey be could not re- 
turn any angwer to the committee. Mr. Clowrey 
Will not return until next week. 

Bat the committee does not propose to be 
played with. At a meeting the subject of a 
new line was thoroughly investigated, and 1% 
was decided that the necessary money for its 
construction could be procured without 
trouble, and if the Western Union refuses te 
make a# twenty-five-cant rate the committed 
decided to ge aheai and form a company te 
build the line. As the committee consists of 
the same men who several years ago built a 
line to Milwaukee, their action means business,

JUDGE KNAPP’S ILLNESS WILL DELAY 
THE WORK OF THE REFORMERS. 


The gentlemen who are engineering the re- 
count in Jersey City have met with an unex- 
pected delay in their plans for unseating Mayor 
Cleveland. A meeting of Republicans and bal- 
lot reformers was held last night at the Féderal 
Club house to see what could be done. « Judge 
Kuapp, before whom the application was to 
have been made, is ill at Hackenseck, and 


Judge Dixon, who is oceupying bis seat, says 
that he wiil not entertain the application for a 
recount, . 

He says that he does not feel authorized to 
actin soimporiant a matter while he is only 
temporarily filling Judge Knapp’s place. The 
application must therefore lie over until Judge 
Kuapp’s recovery, which is a matter of'extreme 
uneertainty. In view of these facts it was de- 
termined to abandon work en the prepecesien 
of the application and go ahead with the collec- 
—_ of affidavits from the fraud-infected dis- 
triots. 

The Young Men’s Republican Club reported 
the result of its investigations of fraud in the 
Eightn Precinct of the Sixth District. The re- 
turns as finally presented from this precinct 
gave Cleveland 208 votes and Perkins 75. The 
club promptly sent out eirculars calling upon 
those who voted for Mr. Perkins to come to 
headquarters and make afliidavit accordingly. 
Alrea'iy 195 voters have done this, and Mr, 
Woolley announced that more were coming. He 
bellevea that of the 283 votes cast at least 230 
were cast for Mr, Perkins. Tne papsrain this 
investigation will be properly drawn up and 
presented to Judge Knapp with these from the 
First and Second Districts. 

The ring’s Grand Jury bas done just as it was 
expected to do in refusing to consider the 
charges against the recentiy-arrested election 
officers. It was given out yesterday that sev- 
eral cases, with the proofs, had been presented, 
and thatone ortwo of the anti-ring jurymen 
had shown a disposition to act on them. Find- 
ing themselves in the minority, they asked 
that the court might be appealed to for further 
ins:ruction, but this suggestion was voted 
down. It appears, therefore, that nothing 
more will be done in the line of prosecution of 
the corrupt election officers whom Sheriff Davis 
s0 ably protects. 

Jehn P. Feeney has by no means subsided 
sivee the election. He isnow engaged in the 
work of making it uncomfortable tor thé mem- 
bers of hia police feoree who declined to con- 
iribute to his blackmailing schemes for raising 
Cleveland money before the recent election. 
The officers of the enparscnens, ere protected 
from removal by the Teuure of Office act, but 
Feeney hesitates at nothing, and he is now 
seeking to circumvent the provisions of the act 
by essigning the rebellious mon to the most 
undesirable duty, In many cases this transfer 
amounts to aetual punishment. Men who live 
in a remote part of the city are sent 
to stations equally remote in another portion, 
and mea whose leng and meritorious service 
on the force entitles them to the easier stations 
are assigned to the most disagreeable and ardu- 
ous duties. In every case the men are the ones 
who declined to give him their salaries to aid 
in the re-election of Cleveland. Several Ser- 
geants, in addition to the regular forge, have 
thus falien under Feeney’s displeasure.

PLANS UNDEB WAY TO RESTORE ITS 
GLORIBS AS AN AMUSEMENT RESORT. 


“The immigrants who land at Castle Garden 
to-morrow will be the laat te use that historic 
building asthe stepping stene to their admis- 
sion into this country. Arrangements have been 
practically completed for closing the Garden as 
a landing station, and after to-morrew and until 
the new atation op Ellis Island can be made 
ready the Barge Office will be used for the re- 
ception of immigrants, There is no disposition 
On the part of the old Emigration Commission- 
ers to resist this plan. Their lease of the Gar- 
den will expire at the beginning of next month, 
aud they are quite willing in the new order of 
things, or perhaps in the confusion and chaos 
that may immediately foliow such a change, 
that thoge new in authority shall notonly make 
their own bed, but lie on it. 

Preparations have been going on at the Barge 
Office for some time to make it ready for the 
uses to whichit willbe put. The entire portion 
of the building known as the annex will be 

tven Over to the immigrants, and in the opin- 

onof those who are doing the work the space 
thus provided will be ample for all reasonable 


purposes. The chief fear is that crowding may 
sometimgs be occasioned by efforts to accommo- 
date the baggage. Perhaps on this account it 


may be desirable to construct jarge storage 
sheds for baggage outside the building, Some 
of those who Dave been at work at the ange- 
ments are so well pleased with the prospect of 
the change that they are now predicting that 
the Barge Office will prove so satisfactory as & 
landing station that perhaps Ellis [siand will 
never be used for that purpose after all. 

itis a matter of doubt whether the praesent 
Board of Commissioners will attempt to per- 
form any duties after the pew ofiicera take 
charge. Commissioner Starr said yesterday 
tha: he did not see how bis board could escape 
responsibility or could expect to be relleved of 
their duties until the State law which provided 
for the board, and under which the various 
Commissioners Were appointed,should be amend- 
ed 9 relleve them or should be repealed aito- 

ether. 

: Col. Weber, the new Government Superin- 
tent of Immizration, and Gen. O’ Beirne, his as- 
sistant, are supposed, according to the instruc- 
tions made in their appointment, to take full 
charge of the station on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, and te perform practically all of the 
duties which devolved upon the old Board of 
Commissionera. The new officers must pass 
upon tbe admissibility of immigranta, sending 
back those who may not be entitled to enter 
the country, disposing of public charges, and 
otherwise rendering such service as the law 
provides shall be rendered by the Commission- 
ers whom the new officers ara intended to 
supersede. 

1t seems likely that there will be snags in the 
way ef the prompt performance of some of the 
duties which the new officers are expected to 
execute, especially in regard to the disposal of 
such public charges as may be returned to them 
from other Statea. The old Commissioners hold 
the title to Ward’s Island and own the build- 
ings constructed there, and as they have been 
unable for a long time past to secure from the 
Government any aid toward the maintenance 
of that property, 16 ja not to be aupposed in 
their present frame of mind that they wiil care 
to extend any extra courtesies to the gentie- 
men Who are stepping into their places. Com- 
missioner Starr seems to be of the offnion that 
the Atlorney General's office at Albany, where 
the case of the Commissioners has been sub- 
mitted, will feel constrained to resort. to the 
courts in order that the status of the oid Com- 
missioners and the rights of the State as distin- 
guianed from those of the Governmeds may be 
conclusively determined. y 

It 1s @ matter of some speculation what will 
become of Castile Garden, The circle-shaped 
building succeeded a structure of very much the 
same outlines as those of the ancient Batter 
fort. When the Battery cease: to be a fortifi- 
eation Castle Garden became a place of amuse 
ment, and was the evening resort of people of 
fashion in this eity for many years. It reached 
its erowning glory about forty years ago, when 
Jenny Lind sanginit. The old building burned 
down after it was turned into a landing station 
aud was reconstructed upon practically the 
former lines, with such extensiuns\ as were 
from time to time needed by the Commissioners 
of Emigration. 

The yearly rental to the city for this property 
was $8,000. In consideration of that sum the 
Commissioners of Emigration undertook to 
keep theentire property in fair repair, and 
many of the improvements at the Garden and 
around Battery Park were furnished by the 
Commissioners, 

Private enterprise has become interested in 
the future use of the Garden, and it is said that 
the oity autborities have been given to under- 
stand that if they will authorize the expend- 
iture of not more than $75,000 upon it people 
will be produced who will de ready to lease it 
as @ place of amusement at an annual rental of 
from $25,000 to $30,000. As ne other use is 
how contemplated for the property, it is thus 
not unlikely that its former glories as a place 
of popular resort will be renewed upon a gor- 
geous acale in the near future, 





TELEPHONES AT THE FAIR.

TWO MURDERERS ARRESTED. 

MARSHALLTOWN, Iowa, April 16.—Charies 
Mara and James Rice, the alleged murderers of 
Henry Johns, havebeen brought here from Vis- 
alia, Cal, where they were arrested by De- 
tective Burke, who has been on their track ever 
since the murder, six years ago, 

It is the generally accepted theory that the 
murder of Johns was the eequel to a series of 
infamous crimes committed by the noterious 
Painsburger gang, nephews of Johns, two of 
whom were shot to death in the Eldora Jail by a 
mob the night after theirattemwpt to kill Dr. Un- 
derwood and a cempanion from ambush. Two 
more are serving life sentences in the peniten- 
tiary for the murder ef Enoch Johnson at Gif- 
ford, after # series of trials extending over 
several years, 

The prisoners were taken to Eldora last 
night. The trial will probably throw some light 
upon the inside history of the Painsburger 
gang.

Mayor GRANT does not seem disposed to 
aid Street-Cleaning Commissioner BEATTIE 
in the selection of laborers in his depart- 
ment by extending the civil service rules 
and prescribing physical examinations for 
applicants. He throws the whole responsi- 
bility upon the Commissioner, telling him 
that his power is ‘“‘absolute and unquali- 
fied, and permits him to prescribe such 
tests of physical fitness as to him may seem 
proper.” This is rather hard on BEATTIE. 
It leaves him at liberty to prescribe tests 
for the selection of laborers, but it will not 
save him from political pressure. If the 
rules had been extended and the examina- 
tions made under them by the Mayor’ au- 
thority, the Commissioner would have been 
able to say to politicians that he could only 
employ those who were certified to him 
as fit for the work. There would have 
been some protection in this; but when 
the matter is left wholly in his discretion 
he cannot escape the solicitation of the 
Tammany “heelers” or the enmity to be 
incurred by disappointing them. The Com- 
missioner will probably find that the only 
resource for getting the street-cleaning 
work properly done is the contract system. 
Somehow or other he will have to get poli- 
tics out of his department or he will not be 
any better able to clean the streets than 
COLEMAN or LOOMIS. 











The artillery arm in our service has re- 
ceived decided encouragement from the 
passage by the House of the bill to increase 
the number of its regiments to seven. The 
Senate Military Committee has not yet 
acted on this measure, but confidence is 
felt that it will become a law. There is 
much to be said, indeed, in favor of form- 
ing an increased cadre for the artillery, so 
that recruits may be added in case of need 
to organizations, already existing; and, be- 
sides, even for routine peace duties, the 
systom of coast defense now contemplated 
will eventually require more regiments. 
The manner in which the new regiments 
are to be formed, the number of First 
Lieutenants being reduced to one for each 
battery in all the regiments, and 
the surplus going to make Cap- 
tains and First Lieutenants for the 
two new ones, has, commended it 
to the favor of Congress. With this and 
other changes only twenty-one new officers 
are required. The system of having two 
First Lieutenants has always been useless, 
except, perhaps, in the light batteries, and 
has been, im fact, a great hindrance to pro- 
motion in the artillery. Should the pend- 
ing bill become a law, it will promote two 
Lieutenant Colonels, four Majors, ten Cap- 
tains, thirty-four First Lieutenants, and 
two Second Lieutenants, while furnishing 
twenty-one additional vacancies for Second 
Lieutenants in this usually coveted arm. 
Such a prospect the artillery has not en- 
joyed for many years, and it must seem to 
it almost too good to count upon until the 
bill actually becomes a law. 





THE TARIFF BILL. 
The Ways and Means Committee has 
at last produced its bill, and the majority 
and minority reports were submitted to the 
House yesterday. With the incurable 
wabbling to which the majority have been 
given over for the past six weeks, the bill 
finally brought into the House is in some 
important respects totally different from 
any that has been announced. Sugar 


below No. 16, Dutch standard, is ad- 
mitted free, and a bounty of 2 
cents per pound is provided on 


domestic sugar, requiring, it is estimated, 
some $7,000,000 per year, on the basis of 
the present production. Hides also appear 
on the free list in this {as yet) final form of 
it. With these exceptions the main feat- 
ures of the bill are substantially what was 
expected. But these exceptions are very 
important. The majority claim that the 
bill will reduce the revenues $70,000,000, 
of which $55,000,000 is effeeted by 
the abolition of the sugar duty and 
$10,000,000 by the reduction in in 
ternal revenue taxes. It is  not- 
clear whether the $7,000,000 bounty to be 


‘paid on sugar is included in estimating the 


net effect of the bill upon the revenue, and 
it is*plain that the increased duty on tin 
plates is not included. The latter would 
practically offset the,former, so that, so far 
as the committee’s estimates can be trusted, 
and that is not far, the reduction is to be 
made almost entirely on sugar and internal 
revenue. 

In view of this fact, the elaborate argu- 
ment of Major McKINLEY that the in- 
creased duties will check importations and 
so reduce the revenue has little pertinence. 
That, however, isof no special consequence. 
The estimates are mere guesswork, and are 
not worth the ink they are printed with. 
The whole fabric of the Tariff bill as pre- 
sented is so vast and so complex, the work- 
ing and interworking of the various 
clauses will be so intricate, the interests 
affected are so numerous, so differ- 
ent, so widely ramified throughout the 
country, and many of them are so woven 
one with another that if Mr. McKINLEY 
were as much a prophet as he is a blunderer 
he could not predict one-hundredth part of 
the effect of the bill. All that can possibly 
be known about the operation of the bill, 
should it become a law, is that it would 
produce confusion worse confounded, not 
only er chiefly in our foreign trade, but 
in extensive and important branches 
of American industry. The Chairman’s 
calculations regarding the effect upon the 
revenue can only have one practical result 
—they may possibly restrain the ardor of 
the surplus killers. If the majority believe 
Mr. McKIntzy, that his bill will cut off the 


the accumulated funds of the Treasury for 
at least $27,000,000 a year more, they 
ought to be a little more cautious than 
they have so far shown themselves in 
spending money. *

Whatever 
authority the advice of Mr. HARRISON can 
give the committee is entitled to, but it is 
not much. The majority avows, what was 

already evident enough, that it is actu- 
ated by the pure Bourbon spirit, that it 
has neither learned nor forgotten any- 

thing. To the farmer, taxed to death on 
everything he needs or wishes, it offers 
the delusion of a better home market to be 
secured by heavier taxation. T@e farm 
products he now sends abroad the majority 
pretends it can compel our people to 

buy by forcing them to spend more 

for everything they use. The absurd- 

ity is ‘too great to be explained 

by even McKINLEY’s credulity. The 

theory is only an excuse—a weak, flimsy, 

transparent excuse—for the costly favors 

given to the protected capitalists in return 

for partisan contributions and influence, 

The number of farmers who oan be de- 

ceived by such pretenses is constantly 

lessening. They are learning that their 

products cannot be consumed at home, that 

the surplus must be sold abroad, and the 

price of the surplus will fix the price of the 

whole. With this price steadily declining, 

asit has done now for years, the farmer 

will not readily believe that he is benefited 

by an increase in the cost of everything he 

has to consume, 

This wild and extravagant measure is 
destined, however, to be of great serv- 
ice to the American people. It shows 
the complete subserviency of the Repub- 
lican Party to the protected monopolists. 
It isan impudent defiance of the interests 
of large numbers of men who are manu- 
facturersgwho believe in rational and hon- 
orable protection, and who have always 
been Republicans. It strips the mask from 
the management of the party, and proves 
that with the leaders the tariffis no longer 
a matter of principle, to be treated accord- 
ing to avowed ideas, but a job, to be worked 
for allit is worth. Whether the bill be- 
come a law or not, it seals the fate of Re- 
publicanism in its modern form. 








QUAY, EMBEZZLER AND REPUB- 
LICAN LEADER. 

MATTHEW S. Quay isa Senator from the 

Stateof Pennsylvania. He is Chairman of 
the Republican National Committee. He 
was the manager of the Republican Presi- 
dential campaign in 1888. He was the 
party leader in that contest, the enormous 
campaign fund was spent under his direc- 
tion, and he made BENJAMIN HARRISON 
President of the United States. It was not 
to the virtue of its cause or to the strength 
of its candidate, but to QuaY’s extraordi- 
nary political skill, to his astuteness, and to 
his daring, that the party’s victory was due. 
To-day Mr. Quay is President HARRISON’S 
most intimate and trusted adviser. 
Eleven years ago Quay took $260,000 
from the Pennsylvania State Treasury and 
lost it in stock gambling. He had an asso- 
ciate in the transaction, one J. BLAKE WAL- 
TERS, at that time cashier of the State 
Treasury. WALTERS subsequently drank 
himself to death, AMos C. NoyEs, the 
State Treasurer, died not long afterward, 
and his death was said to have been due 
largely to his fear that the robbery might 
be discovered. Quay himself was for 
months the victim of guilty terror. A new 
State Treasurer had been elected, and ex- 
posure was imminent. A friend who visited 
him at the Lochiel House in Harrisburg 
found him drunk and ‘debating whether 
he should cut his throat or jump into the 
Susquehanna River.” This friend visited 
Don CAMERON, laid the case before him, 
and that statesman, to avert a scandal 
which would have done great damage to 
the Republican Party in Pennsylvania, con- 
tributed over $100,000 to make up the 
deficit. The rest of the sum necessary was 
supplied by QUAY and WALTERS. 

In 1885 Quay secured a “ vindication” 
by being nominated and elected to the 
office of State Treasurer. But it was not 
merely vindication QUAY was after. 
wanted another chance at the State funds. 
He got it and availed himself of it, and 
much more successfully than before. To 
pay for some bonds and shares of the North 
Chicago Railroad Company he teok $400,- 
000 from the State Treasury and deposited 
it in the People’s Bank in Philadelphia. 
WixLL1AM H. KemMBLE, who had been par- 
doned a few years before by Quay’s Par- 
doning Board after having been convicted 
of bribery, was President of that bank. 
The $400,000 remained in the People’s 
Bank; the Chicago securities were deliv- 
ered to QuAY, who sold them at a high fig- 
ure, pecketed the profits, and restored the 
embezzled funds to the State 'lreasury. 

This is a- fine record of theft and embez- 
zlement fer a Republican leader and states- 
man. But what difference will its publica- 
tion make to Senator and Chairman Quay 
or tothe Republican Party? The story has 
been well and widely known among poli- 
ticians and in newspaper offices for five 
years. It was brought to the attention of

AQUEDUCT CONTRACTORS’ CLAIMS. 

The passage of the bill for the speedy de- 
termination and settlement of claims aris- 
ing out of the construction of the Croton 
Aqueduct, by a vote of 19 to 1 in the Sen- 
ate on Tuesday evening, was a most ex- 
traordinary performance. This bill was 
introduced at the instance of the contract- 
ors for the aqueduct work, who lay claim 
to several million dollars beyond the 
amount for which they agreed to do that 
work, and the Senator willing to act as 
sponsor for the measure was found in Mr. 
Erwin of St. Lawrence County. The bill 
affects this city and this city only, but 
when a scheme is on foot for plundering the 
city Treasury a country legislator is 
generally found to push it on, and 
other country legislators are only too 
ready to lend a hand—‘“‘for a considera- 
tion.” But when this bill came up foraction 
the Senators who are supposed to represent 
the city’s interests for some inscrutable 
reason failed to raise their voice against it. 
No word of opposition was spoken, and of 
the seven Mr. Ives was the only one to 
cast a negative vote. Three Tammany Sen- 
ators—BROWN, ROESCH, and STADLER— 
voted to give the contractors an opportu- 
nity to rob the city, while AHEARN, County 
Democracy ; CANTOR, Tammany, and STEW- 
ART, Republican, dodged the vote. This 
was a most shameful betrayal of the inter- 
ests of their constituents and should be re- 
membered against these men. ; 

The word “arbitration” has a very plau- 
sible sound, but there are cases in which it 
has no proper application, and this is one 
of them. The aqueduct contractors are 
trying to secure a settlement of their claims 
by arbitration because they have no confi- 
dence in their ability to recover in the 
courts, but the questions upon which the 
claims rest and upon which their validity 
should be decided are purely questions of 
law, which the courts are alone competent 
to settle. The contractors hope by having 
arbitrators appointed by the Supreme 
Court, not in this city, but in the Second 
District, to secure a more favorable consid- 
eration for their claims than they could get 
in a judicial tribunal where suits against 
the city would have to be brought. They 
think that arbitrators in Westchester 
County might allow them to obtain from 
the Treasury of this city a large amount of 
money to which they are not entitled. 

The protest against this Arbitration bill, 


-which was yesterday signed by all the 


members of the Aqueduct Commission, in- 
eluding Mayor GRANT and Commissioner 
GILROY, declares that the contractors 
“have been and will be paid all that is ad- 
mittedly due them as soon as the work is 
completed” and the amount determined. 
What they claim beyond this is disputed on 
legal grounds alone, and whether any part 
of it is due or not is a question that can 
only be decided by the courts. If it is 
not due the city certainly should not be 
compelled to pay it, for it would be a re- 
ward for fraud and negligence. The amount 
of excavation to be done in the aqueduct 
tunnel was defined in the contracts, anda 
certain price was fixed for doing it on each 
section. In*many cases much more 
than this amount was actually done, 
Either this was a matter of con- 
venience in tunneling or else it was 
done for the purpose of laying claim to com- 
pensation for extra work. If the former 
was the case, it ought not to be paid for; 
and if the latter was the case, it was a fraud, 
The extra excavation was not necessary or 
desirable, and was of no benefit to the 
aqueduct. The city did not require it to be 
done, and did not agree to pay for doing it. 
There is no justice in this class of claims, 
and whether there isany law to support 
them depends upon the construction of the 
contracts. What the contractors are seek- 
ing is not to have the courts decide whether 
they are entitled to be paid for this excava- 
tion, but to have arbitrators figure up the 
amount of the work and determine what it 
shall cost the city. 

The other class of claims is still more out- 
rageous. The contractors were bound to 
do their work according to a certain stand- 
ard, of which the requirements were speci- 
fied in their contracts. They failed to do it 
properly, using inferior material and 
“scamping” the work to such an extent 
that a large portion of it had to be done 
over again to make good their agreements 
and entitle them to be paid atall. These 
‘*repairs” they have been rigidly required 
to make. New they claim that they should 
be paid in full for the original work as if it 
had come up to the requirements of their 
contracts, and also for making the repairs 
which their own negligence and fraud 
rendered necessary. To allow this would 
be to grant a premium upon negligence and 
fraud, making it profitable to violate con- 
tracts and do slovenly work for the public. 

Much of this imperfect work had been 
“nassed” by the inspectors of the old 
Aqueduct Commission and accepted by 
its engineers. That raises the question 
whether the city can be compelled to 
pay for the additional work involved 
in repairing the defects, but that is 
purely a question of law for the courts to 
decide. The contractors want to escape 
that question and simply have arbitrators 
calculate the amount of their “extra 
work” and determine the compensation for 
it. It is plain that the contractors havo 
no ground for any claims that can be 
rightly determined by arbitration. They 
are entitled to nothing which they cannot 
force the city to pay by suits at law, and 
they should be left to that resource. For 
the Legislature to take the matter out of 
the courts and refer it to arbitrators ap- 
pointed in Westchester County might re- 
sult in plundering the city of several mill-

The House has restored to the Navy Ap- 
propriation bill the item providing for the 
construction of three battle ships which it 
had previously stricken out in Committee 
of the Whole. It must be said that its 
previous action was a very singular treat- 
ment of the policy of Secretary Tracy, and 
it contrasted strongly with the complete 
confidence which the two previous Con- 
gresses had shown in his predecessor. It is 
true that the enormous programme of naval 
construction drawn up by the McCann 
Policy Board is wholly ‘out of the question, 
but Secretary Tracy had expressly dis- 
owned that. It is also true that his own 
mere moderate plan, as embodied in the 
Senate bill of Mr. HALE, is not to be thought 
of. But the bill of the House Committee, 
in place of the ten large armored ships, the 
three unarmored gunboats, and the five 
torpedo boats called for by Mr. Hatz’s 
measure, had contented itself with only 
threé armored battle ships and one armored 
cruiser, leaving out the gunboats and tor- 
pedo vessels, Yet the House in Committee 
of the Whole struck out, by a vote of 98 
to 70, all of this much-reduced demand, 
except the cruiser. Its vote is now seen to 
have represented almost a maximum rally 
of the opponents of the bill, since its action 
was reversed by 132 against 104. Provis- 
ion for only one new vessel would have 
been a needless falling off from the vig- 
orous yet well-controlled and judicious 
pace set by Secretary WHITNEY in naval 
construction. And the enormous amounts 
needed for new pension grabs would not 
have justified it. 





The Louisiana Lottery Company offers to 
pay to the State of Louisiana $12,500,000 
for the privilege of carrying on its business 
for a period of twenty-five years, and it 
rests with the Legislature to submit this 
proposition to the vote of the people.

FORE THR WORLD. 
HIDES AGAIN FREE AND A SsUGAR 
SCHEDULE WHICH SATISFIES FEW 

AND ANTAGONIZES MANY. 


WasHinetTox, April 16.—At last the Repub- 
loans of the Ways and Means Committee have 
let go of the Tariff bill and reported itto the 
House and the country. 


Having struggled over it for weeks and been 
urged by different interests in many directions, 
they made two very important changes at the 
last moment. Abandoning Mr. Blaine’s dream of 
coercing reciprocity by taxing hides, and cast- 
ing away any chance of popularity that might 
have been gained in the West by taxing them, 
the committes chose to please Massachusetts 
and New-York by restoring hides to the free 
list again. They have been on and off the duti- 
able list so often that it would be useless to 
attempt to name the number of times that their 
position has been changed. 

The other important change effected last 
night in Mr. MeKinley’s room was the revision 
of the sugar schedule, The new schedule, by 
which imports of raw sugar are to be free, and 
sugars of higher grade dutiable at 40 cents 
on 100 pounds, with a bounty on all domestic 
sugars polarizing at 85°, is offensive to « large 
number of sugar producers, and is not satis- 
factory to the entire West. 

Away back in January, when ex-Gov. War- 
mouth made his argument before the Ways and 
Means Committee and opposed any reduction 
on sugar, he declared his opposition to a bounty. 
He told the committee that it would be de- 
atruetive to the industry, * because it would 
disclose the fact, whieh everybody understands, 
that the tariff is a bounty, and the moment it is 
understood that we are singled out and & 
bounty paid into our hands there would bea 
universal ory for the destruction of that bounty. 
No bounty would be of any benefit to us, be- 
cause it would be very short-lived. We could 
not get a man to put capital in the sugar indus- 
try under a beunty.” . 

The sugar men have practically reiterated 


this afternoon the opinion expressed by them 
three months ago, They do not want a bounty, 
They were unwilling to stand a cutof more 
than 20 per cent. on raw sugars at the outside. 
They will not be reconciled to what they con- 
sider an attack upon them, and may attempt to 
overthrow the action of thecommittee. If they 
do tue chance is that they may lose the bounty 
and suffer a deeper cut. 

The changes in the Tariff bill made it neces- 
sary to amend the report preparea by the Dem- 
oerats, and which was ready yesterday. Mr. 
Carlisic and his associates assumed that the 
Republicans had thoroughly considered all the 
vital points in their bill before they pubiished 
it to the country, und had made their own re- 
port upon that altogether erroneous assump- 
tion. hile they nad reason to fear that the 
Repubiicans mixht make changes at any time, 
it had appeared to them as if the determination 
to tax hides was so strong that it could 
not be overcome. The disposition of sugar 
was regarded as equally positive, and the sug- 
gestion for a bounty had been condemned by so 
many Republicans that it was scarcely be- 
lieved that it would be adopted. It would 
have seemed just as likely that tin plate should 
bekept atacent per poundand a bouaty of- 
fered for its production.

The Rev. Dr. Theodore L. Cuyler, who for thir- 
ty years has served as pastor of the Lafayotte- 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, Brooklyn, formal- 
ly retired last evening from the pulpit he has 
filled so long and faithfully. The exercises 
marking f¥e occasion were appropriate and 
impressive. More than three thousand people 
filled the church ‘and crowded the aisles neur 
the doors, and atthe close of the services Dr. 
Ouyler was given very substantial testimony of 
the esteem and veneration in whioh ne is held 
by his congregation wnd friends by being pre- 
sented with a purse containing $30, 000—$1,000 
for each year of his pastorate. 

There was a reception in the lecture room and 
church parlors before the exercises in the 
church, and a continuous stream of people 
poured by Dr. Cuyler to bid him formal adieu 
as they passed into the church. A portrait of 
Dr. Cuyler, by G. A. Page of this city, hung in

John N. Beach then presented the purse of 
$30,000 in behalf of the cougregation, and in 
closing his remarks said: ‘If perchance this 
may in any measure prove to be the means of 
relieving you of care and anxiety and afford 
you betteropportunition to gratify your taste 
for literary pursuits than your very busy life 
has hitherto rendered possible, we will be 
thankful indeed that it was within our power to 
be of ‘some little service to you in recognition 
of all you have done for us.’ 

Dr. Cuyler, moved to tears, rose amid tre- 
mendous applause, and in a husky voice de- 
livered a short but touching and impressive ad- 
dress of farewell. Twice he was 80 overcome 
that he paused and covered his face with his 
hands, and when he came to the closing words 
he raised his hands as if in benediction, but it 
was several seconds before he could proceed. 
In accepting the purse he said a large part be- 
longed to his uoble wife. It would relieve 
his declining years from pecuniary care, 
but when he thought of poor mis- 
sionaries on the frontier who heard no 
echo of popular applause and of Christ who 
bad to periorm a miraele to pay his tribute to 
Cesar he felt like sinking into dust.

The gain for British Celumbia, owing to the 
development of the salmon canning industry, 
is nearly $1,500,000. Nova Scotia fish products 
represent a falling off estimated at $1,445,000, 
This decline is to be found in the cod, haddock, 
and polieck fisheries, owing to the stormy 
weather which prevailed. The cod catch is 
valued at $3,618,240. Salmon comes next with 
$3,141,925; herring third, with $2,498,357. 

The tisheries protective service on the Atilan- 
tic cost $66,414. Bounties aggregating $150,- 
000 were paid Canadian fishermen.

HAS ROOK ISLAND TAKEN THE 


‘RIO GRANDE WESTERN? 
WHAT THE EFFECTS OF SUCH A COMBI- 
NATION WOULD BE TO SALT LAKE 
CITY—A LINE TO THE COAST, 


SALT LAKE OCrry, Utah, April 16.—Rumor has 
it that what is probably the largest railway 
deal yet made in this part of the Territory was 
consummated a day or two ago and that the 
Rio Grande Western has passed into the hands 
of the Rock Island. The rumor comes from the 
best authority and orders recently received by 
the Rio Grande officials are of such a nature as 
to seem to be conclusive that in future they 
will be subject to orders issued by the Rook 
Island directorate. 

It has long been known that the Roek Island 
has controlied the Colorado Midland, which has 
been broadening its gauge westward td Grand 
Juneotion, while the Rio Grande has been broad- 
ening its gauge to the same point from the 
West. The latteris apparently timing its 1m- 
provements by the work done at the eastern 
end of the line, It has long been known that 


the Rook Island has been seeking an entrance 
into Salt Lake asa point from which it could 
reach the Pacitic coast, and so beeome a rival to 
the Union and Central Paeitic systems. 

If the Rock Island could suceeed in reachin 
this eity it would have the great advantage o 
Owning a direct and short line from Chicago to 
the coast, and would pass through Kansas City, 
St. Joseph, Denver, Salt Lake, and Los Angeles 
te San Francisco, making one of the beat com- 
binations of business eities in the country. It 
Was to thisend that the management have been 
working, and now, it is said, they have accom- 
plished it, : 

The reputation of the Rock Island as an 
aggressive road and one that will do its utmost 
to advance the interests 6f the towns along its 
line will be duly appreciated by the merchants 
of this city, which has so long needed some such 
aggressive friend, 

In a short time an official announcement of 
the transfer will be made, it is said, and the ad- 
vent of the Rock Island will me&n fair rates for 
Salt Lake and also the opening up of the terri- 
tory to the west.

Tne immigration investigation was continued 
at Castle Garden yesterday. There were. present 
Chairman Owen and Congressmen Stump and

Charles Gutzke, a clerk in the Castle Garden 

railroad office, explained the workings of the 
system of furnishing tickets to immigrants. 
Charles Semaey, ‘register clerk and interpreter 
in Castle Garden, testified that he was confident 
of his ability to decide in thirty seconds whether 
an immigrant was entitled to land or not. M. 
Oppenheimer, editor of a paper devoted to the 
Interests of immigrants, testified that he was 
thoroughly acquainted with the system of man- 
aging Castle Garden. He thought this could be 
vastly improved, especially in the treatment of 
immigrants, who, he declared, were now ban- 
dled like cattle. The witness was severe in his 
strictures of the Board of Emigration, and 
especialiy on Commissioner Stephensoa, whom 
he charged with exceediug his authority. ‘he 
Presidents of the irish and German Emigration 
Bocieties were ex olficie members of the Board 
ef Emigration, but they were unable to do 
much because they were habitually 5 gore 
by the other membors of the board, The wit- 
ness was ofthe opinion that the Commuission- 
ers of Emigration were susceptible tv ** undue 
influence,” but could give no evidence that such 
‘was the fact. 

During the afternoon session President Ridg- 
way of the Board of Emigration was an inter- 
ested spectator. ‘erence V. Powderly, General 
Master Workman of the Knights of Labor, was 
the next wituess. He explained the object and 

urposes of the Knights of Labor organization. 
The order embraced about 213,000 men in the 
United States, It also had members in Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, Canada, and Mexico. 
The order would not admit lawyers, bankers, 
liquor dealers, professional gambiers, or stock- 
holders to membership. Any immigrant 
might join the order if vouched for by 
® member of .the order. Immigration was 
increasing to such an extent in the 
eoal and coke regiens of Pennsylvania and 

n railroad sections that citizens of the 

nited States were driven away unable to 
compete with the imported laborers. Mr. Pow- 
uerly cited a recent incident where forty citt- 
gens of the United states had left Seranton, 
Penn., to xo to Wales, because they could not 
make alivingin Peunsylvania. The places of 
these men were taken by Hungarians or Lithu- 
anian immigrants, who were no better than 
slaves. 

These immigrants herded together like ani- 
mals and lived like beasts. None of them could 
speak English, aud they were all of the lowest 
order of intelligeuce. She first of these Hun- 
garians or Lithuanians came to America in 
1882, and were cmpleyed in Maryland. The 
general tendency of this kind of immigration 
was to kill American labor aud injure the 
morals of the commuuities in Which they liveds 
it was Mr. Powderly’s observation that immi- 
grants of this class did not improve morally 
or intellectually. They were generally induced 
to come here by false representation, and the 
people who were instrumental in this should 
be punished rather than the immigrants, The 
Wages paid these men ranged from 50 cents tu 
$1 por day, whereas $1 50 to $2 10 had been 
paid the men whom the immigrants superseded. 

The §Jw:tness believed that the contract-labor 
jaw was constantly evaied. He deemed the 
law inadequate, and declared that more radical 
Measures should be adopied. The people bring- 
ing coatract laborers to America should not only 
be fined, but should be compeiied to pay the 
expense ofsending the immigrant back to the 
place whencs hevame, The Knights of Lavor 
were not opposed to the idea of immigrants 
coming to America to become farmers, Dut thie 

retext was faise. Immigrants cannot get 
ands in this cOuntry, because the valuable 
lands are owned by corporatiens, and when the 
immigrant does come here tu become a farmer, 
as has been represented to him by steamship 
agents or other interested parties, he finds that 
he has been deceived. 

The contract-labor jaw should be extended to 
include all immigrants coming here in answer 
to advertisements. Mr. Powderly was of the 
opinion that tue Castle Garden authorities and 
the contraet-labor-law inspectors not only 
made no effort te enforce the contract-laber law, 
but were actually opposed toit. His order had 
sent a wan to Castic Garden to assist in the de- 
tection of violators of this law, but the man 
was only tolerated fora month. When asked if 
he would make an understanding of tue Consti- 
tution of the United States a requisite of citi- 
zenship, Mz. Powderly replied that if that were 
the case we should never lave another citizen. 
He would have ne time Jimitin naturalization, 
bat would havea test, which shouid* entitle a 
man tu citizenship whenever he could stund it. 

He thought that: cousuiar iuspection, the fix- 
ing of responsibility on steamship lines, the 
employment of United States Ireastry detect- 
ives on board immigrant ships, and local in- 
spection at points of destinution might all be 
used to improve immigration. The witness 
Was cortain that at least one-third of the immi- 
gration was stimulated, and he considered all 
stimulated immigration as disadvantageous to 
the country. The Cunadian border was another 
matier to which Mr. Powderly called the atten- 
tion of the Commissioners. He said that hun- 
dreds of contract immigrants were broughtinto 
the country in that way. 

in the course of his examination Mr. Powder- 
ly stated that he had been informed that during 
the Second-Avenue Railroad strike in 1889 8 
Commissioner of Emigration, whose name was 
Starr, bad sent immigrants from Castle Garden 
to take the piaces of the strikers, Commissioner 
Starr was examined on this puint, and acknowl- 
edged that it was true, He explained, however, 
that not more than fifteen immigran had 
been sent to the Second-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany, and that these were oniy employed tn 
feeding and watering the horses, which must 
have perished unless something had been done 
for them. Mr. Starr was at that time Viee 
President of the Second-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany. 

The committee adjourned until 11 A. M. to- 
day. This evening it will go té Boston to in- 
Vestigute the advertisements of several New- 
England firma for foreign laborers. Chairman 
Owen expects to be able to return to New- 
York in time to resume the hearings here on 
Saturday.

THE CITY REFORM CLUB’S VIEW OF 
THE EXCISE BOARD'S ACTION. 


The City Reform Olub seems to be in no way 
dismayed at the action of the Excise Board in 
refusing to revoke the Scheuplein license. It 
proposes to carry on its work on the same line 
until satisfactory results are reached. 

R. W. G. Welling, amember of the club, was 
asked yesterday what the organization would 
do next. ‘“* We shall have a meeting very seon,” 
he said, “and start the matter anew. We note 
that the board’s decision was not unanimous, 
and we construe the dissenting opinion of Presi- 
dent Meakim to strongly signify the motives 
that influenced the other members in voting 
not to revoke. The statutes say thatif the 
board is satisfied that the law has been violated 
it shall revoxe. There are no discretionary 

owers expressed or implied. Now the 

licensee, Scheuplein, has admitted that he 
violated the law and the club has elinched 
his confession with an array of conclusive 
evidence. Yet in view of these facts the Excise 
Board took no action in the matter tor forty- 
three days, when a mandamus compelled it to 
act. Thereupon the board overlooks the 
licensee’s confession of guilt and pronounees 
him not guilty. Obviously this is absurd. It 
never occurs to us fora moment to submit to 
such nonsense, 

““The persistent refusals of the board to do 
its yon | and the extreme ignorance displayed 
by such decisions as this one make it fair to 
presume that the board’s counsel who has fur- 
nished it with advice is chiefly to blame for the 
rotten results of the board’s inaction.”

Woe pursueth woe, Alas, for the Wall-street 
career of Btatesman Thomas ©. Platt! Each day 
brings its new sorrow. True it is that cruel 
eynics have hitherto contended that the woes 
and the sorrows lately most bulletined have 
pinched, not the stateaman himself so much 
—or half so much—as they have pinched and 
galled and lamed the statesman’s friends. 

Heartless suspicions that the atate#man him- 
self has altogether escaped so far are now re- 
futed. News came out in Wall-street yesterday 
ehronicling a sadness avholly the statesman’s 
Own. Shamefaced fate is no more a respecter 
of statesmen than of lesser mortals. 

Statesman Thomas C. Pjati’s salary is to be 
reduced. ' 

The United States Express Company thinks 
his services bave a trifle less market value than 

itherto they have been estimated at and paid 
‘or. Twenty per cent is to be cut off of his ati- 
pend. - *

There are nowhere intimations, however, that 
Mr. Platt’s proud spirit is going to interfere 
with the express company’s policy of lowering 
his market value, The naturally kind disposi- 
tion of Mr. Piatt disposes him to yield.

So long as 
there is any salary at all, he is counted un to be 
satisfactorily docile, His only aim is to help 
the express company; his own salary is alto- 
gether a matter of secondary consideration. 

This is the tirat drop in the price of anything 
with whicn Statesman Platt ia connected—and 
such drops have been both abundant and lively 
in these deplorable latter days—that Masn’t 
doubied a regiment of Mr. Platt’s followers. 

And there may be reasons even for finding in 
this event the operation of the popular rule 
that some friends get the usual heartache, for 
itis anneunced that the Vice President, C. H. 
Crosby, and lreasurer Thomas F, Wood are on 
the list with their revered superior, their sala- 
Ties to be curtailed 20 per cent., too. And then 
there are twenty Superintendents in various 
districts who are going to have the opportu- 
nity to work for 15 per cent. less than they 
have hitherto been paid. Then, too, there are 
2,500 employes scattered all over the country 
whose pay is to be scaled down.

THE STHWART WILL AGAIN. 


HALF THE ESTATE SUBJECT TO THE 
COLLATERAL INHERITANCE TAX. 


Surrogate Ransom yesterday handed down a 
decisien holding that the one-half of the resid- 
uary estate of Mrs. Cornelia M. Stewart, which 
ex-Judge Henry Hilton received as trustee, and 
which was distributed py him in January last, 
is subject to the collateral inheritance tax as 
imposed by Appraiser Thomas Harland. 

It was contended by the executors and the 
others interested that the amounts which were 
taxed by Mr. Harland were not subject tc the 
tax, because at the time of Mrs. Stewart's death 
they were mere possibilities. Surrogate Ran- 


som admits as true that at that time the ap- 
praiser could not determine either tue value of 
the estate, which might eventually become 
taxabie, or the persons to whom 1t would pass, 
and that he couid not make any appraisal, It 
has been, however, he says, the practice of the 
Surrogate’s Court to suspend ali proceedings as 
to such contingent estates until such countin- 
geneies happen. 

The claim that at the death of Mrs. Stewart 
no estate existed, and that, therefore, no tax 
could be levied, the Surrogate says cannvut be 
sustained. The persons whom ex-Judge Hil- 
ton, as Trusvev, appointed must be regarded as 
the persons named by Mrs. Stewart to receive 
the property. 

It was contended that the tax onthe other 
half ef the residuary estate, whieh was willed 
to Charies J. Clinch and Sarah N. Smith, should 
bear interest from the settlement of the centest 
over Mrs. Stewart's will, as the suitof Rosalie 
Butler acted as a stay to all proveedings. Sur- 
rogate Ransom holds that interest must run at 
the rate of 6 per cent. from April 25, 1888, 
eighteen months from the date of Mrs. Stew- 
art’s death. if itis not paid on the entry of the 
order under his decision, he says that it will be 
subject to 10 per cent. penalty, provided by 
statute, from that date. ~ 

Appraiser Harland valued the real estate of 
the residuary estate left by Mrs. Stewart at 
$6,260,000 and the personai estate at $1,743,- 
000. The debts he found amounted to $343,457, 
aud the administrative expenses to $218,938, 
leaving the net value of the residuary estate, 
$5,993,153. Of this residue there was dls- 
tributed at the settlement in January $2,991,- 
401, Charles J. Clinch and Mrs. Sarah N. 
Smith are found liable to a tax of $79,914 42 
each on the half of the residuary estate which 
they were to receive in equal shares. On what 
they received atthe cistrivution at the time ef 
the settlement and distribution the tax is 
$12,427 for each. The shares of Rosalte But- 
ler, Helen C. Butler, Virginia Butler, Prescott 
Hall Butler, Maxwell E. Butler, and Lilian L. 
Swann are taxed $4,142 33 each. The share of

CAMPBELLS TRIAL BEGUN, 





THE CONTROLLER INVESTIGATES LIQUOR 
SELLING IN A MARKET, 


Controller Myers sat in judgment yesterday 
On the charges against Thomas Campbell, a 
brother ef ex-Congressman “‘Tim’’ Campbell, 
who is accused of selling liquor in West Wash- 
ington Market regardless of the market regu- 
lations, Campbell has three stands in the mar- 
ket, and it was through the reeommendation ef 
Police Justice Maurice J. Power, ex-Senator 
Murphy, and other leaders of the Counties that 
he got them. Similar charges are also pending 


against E. P. Buarmeyer, who also has three 
stands. 

Ex-Senator Ecclesine appeared as Campbell’s 
counse!. Exeise Inspector Thomas Ferris testi- 
fied that he bought and drank whisky in Camp- 
beli’s place on April 1. George F. Canis, a re- 
porter, said that he purchased a alass of beer in 
Campbell’s place in October and again in Feb- 
ruary. A letter sent to the office of the Herald 
had first intormed him of the beer selling. This 
letter was produced, but the name of the writer 
was torn off. As to another letter, Mr. Canis 
testified that he had “purposely aceidentally 
mnislaid it.” 

After some discussion Mr. Canis said that 
this letter was written by Controller Myers. 
Thereupon tbe Controller produced a copy of 
it. It was under date of Oct. 30, and informed 
G. B. Lawton, who runs a stall in the market, 
that no violation of the law on the part of any 
stall keeper would be permitted. 

In his own defense Campbeil said that a man 
named Otto Mierbach asked him to help him in 
getting his neighbour Kurmeyer outof the mar- 
ket. Mierbach runs a saloon outside the mar- 
ket. Onampbell said that Mierbach told him 
that a Herald reporter was ready to write the 
story up. 

* | told him,’’ said Campbell, ‘that I wouldn’t 
join him in any such business.” Campbell 
added that he sveld liquor nowhere except at 
the tablesin his place, and that he had a res- 
taurant license from the Excise Board. The 
hearing Was adjourned until Monday morning.

The annual Register of Columbia College for 
1889-90 appeared yesterday afternoon at the 
college.

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OBKIENS BILL OONDEMNAD. 


A LIVELY PROTEST FROM THE AQUEDUOT 
COMMISSIONERS. 


The bill providing for the speedy getermina- 
tion of claims against the Aqueduct Board, 
which had Contractor John O’Brien for its fa- 
ther, passed the Senate on Tuesday and came 
in for the attention of the Aqueduct Board yes- 
terday. Commissioners Scott ana Howe re 
ported the steps they had taken in Albany in 
opposition to it, and a protest denouncing the 
Measure was adopted. 

This protest sets forth that the real purpose 


of the bill is to provide a special tribunal for 
the examination and aliowance vf tcese claims, 
and that the city insists that th-se :laims, like 
ail others of a similar nature, should be tried in 
the regular courts, Says the protest: 

“The contractors have been and will be paid 
every cent that is admittedly due them as s00n as 
their work is completed and the amount due them 
is determined. Everything that they claim over 
aod above these payments is disputed, not only as 
to amounts but as to the prine ple on which the 
claim is based. T ey have been vr ssly ifr wi'l- 
fully and traudulentiy negligent in the manner in 
which their contracts have been executed They 
have put the city to great loss and expense by re.- 
son of their uufaithful and dilatory mauner of per- 
forming their work. Aa now understood, the claims 

f these contractors consist in the main of two 
arge classes, 

“ first—They insist that they are entitled toa 
much larger allowanee fur excavation than has been 
made to them. This claim must be sustained, if 
| te at all, upon a legal interpretation of the 

erms of their contracts. The question is purely 
one of law. 

“The second large class of claims is that which is 
impudently asserted for the cost of repairicg the 
vast amount of deiective work which was discov- 
ered along the whole line of the aqueduct, The «x- 
istence of the bad work and its extent is not seri- 
ously disputed. But, with an audacity that is un- 
paratleled, the contractors now venture to assert 
the claim that the city, aid not themselves, should 
bear the cost of its repair. This claim is based 
upon the most technical legal eee which 
nv court of justice would be likely to regard for an 
instant.”’ 

The protest was siened by all tho mombers of 
the Aqueduct Commission, i.ciuding Mayor 
Grant and Commissioner Gilroy, and also by 
Corporation Counsel Olarg. It was sent to Al- 
bany last night. 

The Commissioners also passed a resolution 
directing that a coating of plaster be given sec- 
tions thirteen and fourteen upon the report of 
the Chief Engineer that these sections leaked 
when tested. These are the only sections ac- 
cepted from the contractors without being 
grouted. Grouting was not ealled for in the 
specitications. It will cost $5,000 to fix the 
sections up, 

The board accepted section two and ordered 
O’Brien & Clark to show cause on next Wednes- 
day why the work on section nine should not 
be tak en from them, owing to delays,

From the Evening Post. 

Quay had now, in 1879, enjoyed a career of 
uninterrupted political success for about fif- 
teen years, and he became more reckless and 
unscrupulous, politically and socially. His ex- 
cesses became greater than usual, and his pri- 
vate habits at Philadelphia and Harrisburg 
‘were such as to cause almost continuous scan- 
Gal, His losses ‘at cards were constant, and 
bard play and hard drinking made him nerv- 
ous andirritable. It is sai@ te have been & 
common question among those who were aware 
of what was going on: ‘How much did Quay 
Jose last night?” Atlast he became so nervous 
that it began to be whispered about that he was 
breaking down. ‘his was in the Winter. His 
particular cronies at this time were J. Blake 
,Waltera, the cashier of the State Treasury, 
and A. Wilson Norris. A friend of Walters 
(whose name, however, is not mentioned) is 
quoted as saying that Walters was also ob- 
served at this time to be very fretful. Norris 
aleo was seen to be in a similarly nervous condl- 
tion, and Quay was equally disturbed, although 
he was able to and did drown his eare in drink, 
Varying that occupation with frequent visits 
to a certain broker's office in Chestuut-street, 
Philadelphia. The fact was alse noticed about 
this time that Amos CG. Noyes (“Square Tim- 
ber” Noyes) of Lock,Haven, the State Treasurer, 
who was to retire froin that office on May 1, that 
year, (1880,) seemed tobe in an uneasy irame 
of mind. He was to be succeeded by Samuel 
Butler of Delaware. Butler also seemed to be 
very grave, especially when returning from 
visits the Treasury before the date for his 
entering upon his duties as State Treasurer. 

The cause for the pervousness of Mesars. 
Quay, Walvers, and Noyes was very simple, 
Quay and Walters had been speculating in cer- 
tain stocks in the New-York market with 
money belonging to the State, drawn out of the 
Treasury by Walters, the cashier, who had sub- 
stituted practically worthless securities in its 
place, The total deficit was about $260,000. 
‘Noyes, the State Treasurer, was regarded as 4 
man whose personal integrity was above re- 
proach. He was a Democrat of the old school, 
Walters was ip the lumber business, but in Har- 
risburg be fell in with the fast-drinking, card- 
playing set of whieh Quay was the head, and 

uickly became as dissipated as any of them. 

‘prough the influence of Senator Wiiliam Wal- 
Jace, Treasurer Noyes disregarded the advice 
of friends and appointed J. Blake Walters 
cashier of the Treasury. 

It was the turning over of the State Troas- 
ury to the newly-elected Treasurer that had to 
be done on May 1, 1880, that brought abouta 
crisig in the affairsof Quay and his cronies. 
Lutier, the new Treasurer, declined to take pos- 
session of the Treasury untila p my ron of pa- 
perplaced therein by Walters in lieu of good 
securities was replaced by cash. An exposure 
became imminentas the time drew near for 
Butler to take possession of the Treasury, and 
romething had to be done. Accordingly a cer- 
tain gentleman (name not stated) started 
for Harrieburg to see Quay. This friend 


found him in his bedroom at the Loch 
jei Hotel in an advanced stage of in- 
toxisation and only partially dressed, 


As the landlord put it, The old man wasin a 
bad way; had been full for several days.” In 
reply to the questions of the friend, whe made 
his way to Quay’s bedroom, as to “‘ what was 
going on,” Quay said that ‘‘ he was debating 
whether he should eut his throat or jump into 
the Susquehanna River.” 

But he did neither. After he had calmed 
down 28 little he told the friend the story above 
narrated of the use by bimself and Waltere of 
State moneys in speeulation, Quay said that 
the deficit was pretty pear $200,000, (it was 
subsequently learned to be about $260,000,) 
and that he feared Blake Walters would 
** squeal,” or that old ‘‘ Square Timber” Noyes 
would make public the fact of the embezzle- 
ment. 

The friend listened to Quay’s story, and then 
told him he would go to Washington and see 
Don Cameron, andin the meantime he advised 
Quay to “keep quiet and cut off his liquor.” 
The friend straightway repaired to Washington, 
where he informed Senator J. Donald Cameron 
of the situation. The Senator had only recently 
taken his seat in the United States Senate, suc- 
ceeding his father, Simon Cameron, therein. He 
listened to the tale told by Quay’s friend, and, 
itis said, gave vent to some very Vigorous re- 
marks as to the conduct of the Pennsylvania 
Republiean boss. To this friend, however, he 
said: ‘“*Go back to Harrisburg and investigate 
this thing to the bottom. You will find that 
Quay has not teld all. Probe it deeply and then 
Teport to me, andI must try tofixitup. The 
party must be looked after.” 


DON CAMERON MAKES UP THE LOSS, 

Then it was thatit was learned, (as already 
atated,) as the result of the investigation by 
Quay’s, friend, that the deficiency was $260,- 
p00. At this time Quay was still livine in 


Philadelphia, whither he had moved after being 
appointed Recorder of that city, but he had 
moved from North Broad-street to another 
Jocality. As soon as the investigation of the 
Treasury had been eompleted, Senator Cameron 
was informed of the details of the crime, anda 
meeting was arrauged to take place at Quay’s 
house to straigbten the matterout. Thither re- 
paired Senater Cameron, accompanied by a 
well-known lawyer, a gentleman of distin- 
guished reputation in the legal profession and 
who once filled a Cabinet office. Quay and his 
friends were, ofcourse, present, and also the 
State official luvelved in the rebbery, ana 
others. The State official referred to was ap- 
parently not much concerned, as the repay- 
mnent of his share of the Stolen money had been 
guaranteed by a wealthy. firm of coal operators 
of Pennsylvania and New-York. He had 
turned over what property he and his wife 
possessed in a provincial elty. Quay had also 
given up all of the securities he owned, but 
still there was a large deficiency. ‘then Sen- 
ator Don Cameron stepped in and out ef his 
own pocket, to save the credit of the Republican 
Party of Pennsylvania, paid a sum of money 
in excess of $100,000, and thus made-good the 
funds of the State Treasury, and at the same 
time saved Quay, Walters, and others from ths 
penitentiary, or at any rate from the immedi- 
ate prospect of going there. 

To the gentlemen who first heard from Quay’s 
own lips the story of the robbery, and who ap- 

ealed to Senator Cameron for assistance, was 
eft the carrying out of the details. He received 
notes of hand from Quay, and one of them, for 
$25,000, has not yet been paid. 

This affair was indirectly the cause of the 
death of two of the persons concerned in it. 
Amos C. (“Square Timber’) Noyes never re- 
covered from the shock the discovery of the 
robbery caused him. The habite of dissipation 
that Walters had acquired with Quay at Harris- 
burg also increased, and he finally died by his 
pwn hand. It was at first said that he died from 
blood poisoning, but he really teok his life in a 
moment of extreme depression. He always 
felt deeply his treachery toward “Square Tim- 
ber” Noyes. tHe is indeed said to have been 
by no means 8 bad-hearted man, but he 
was weak and easily yielded to the superior 

, will of Quay and others of the Harrisburg ring. 
Before he died he wrote a letter in which he ex- 
ressed contrition for his acts while cashier of 
he State Treasury, and named the persons as- 
sociated with him in the speculations which 
brought about the loss ef the State money. He 
also waid: “ A will stronger than mine own led 
meen.” That letter is in the possession of a 
person to whom it was given by the man to 
whom it was addressed. A lawyer named Spear 
assisted in adjusting the business with the 
Treasury when the money was refunded. 

Quey resigned his office in November, 1882, 
and remained out of office for aboutthree years, 
He was not in very geod odor politicaliy, al- 
though his descent on the Treasury through 
Walters, and the making good of the amount 
taken, was not known to the people, but the 
feeling caused by the Pardoning Board scandal, 
already mentioned, caused a turn-over ip pol- 
itics. Then Robert E. Pattison was elected 
Governor of Pennsylvania, and held office from 
1883 to 1887. Quay spent the time he was out 
of ottiee in various places—at Atlantic City and 
the Continental otel, Philadelphia, in the 
Winter. Some of bis deing 
and at certain places in Philadelpbia were re- 
markable enouge to cause a sensation if printed. 

Although Quay’s robbery of the State Treas- 
ury, whieh was made good (as related) by Sen- 
ator Oameron, was not known outside of a 
limited circle, it was thought that enough 
Bzie were aware of the acts of Quay and bis 

riends to prevent him getting into office again, 
especially into the Treasury. But at the Repub- 
lican Convention in 1885 a State Treasurer was 
to be nominated, and Quay wanted a “ vindica- 
tion.” It was then that the Philadelphia Press 
said that his nomination would “take the lid 
from off the State Treasury and uncover seerets 
before which Kepublicans. would stand dumb.” 
He did not, however, opeuiy announce himself 
as @ candidate for State Treasurer. James Mc- 
Devitt of Lancaster, an honest and wealthy 
Irish Roman Catholic ana a stanch Re- 
publican, was a candidate for the office. 
won’, pretended to favor bis candidacy in the 

‘all of 1884,ana kept other candidates out of the 
field until the time for electing delegates to the 
convention. Then a series of newapaper arti- 
cles called attention to McDevitt's religion—the 
farmers of Penusylvania are strongly antag- 
onistic to Romap Catholics—and thus it was 
easy for Quay’s heelers, already advised what 
to do, throughout the State secure the elec- 
tion of delegates sufficient to nominate Quay 
for State Treasurer. McDevitt was thrown 
overboard in the convention ani Quay was 
nominated. His election followed as 4 matter 

aud on May 1, 1886, he sssumed the 
ich office he held 
antil1887, when the Legislature made hima 
States Senator.

and the opportunity for wronedoing 1s easy. 
The State funds are used in Pennsylvania in 
ways unknown in any other State. Large sums 
are given ont fe banks at a pnuminal rate of in- 
terest. The sl sh euch us are in leagus 
with the ‘bose’ w his party. He causes 
the Treasarer to loan mozey in sums great and 
small to banks, and there is a division of the 


eont. interest paid the State. A regular supply 
for the party corruption fund is thus obtained, 
aud many fraude have thus been perpetrated, 
Quay while Treasurer bad the final word ag 
to the disposition of the money. Delamuter, 
the Quay eandideate for Governor of Penneyl- 
vania, has carried a large amount of Treasury 
funds in his bank at Meadville—in excess of 
$100,000. He paid % per cent. and loaned it 
vut to <4 peopie of the county for 6, 7, and 8 
per cen 

The People’s Bank of Philadelphia is an in- 
stitution of which the self-confessed briber, who 
was pardoned by ina influence, W. H. Kem- 
ble, is President. The bank was established 
for the purpose of securing State funds, and at 
notime has it been without heavy deposits. 
The fact of its President having ‘conspired to 
defraud the State never caused a change. His 
bank is to-day a public depository, and it will 
continus one probably as long as Quay remains 
in power. Thusitis that Kemble has grown 
rich on the profits of the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of rreasury money in his 
safe. Embarrassment is not infrequently 
caused the State because there is no money in 
the Treasury. As fast as taxes are paid in 
from the counties it has been put out on time 
to the bankers of the ring, and money has beeu 
borrowed at a higher rate of interest because 
of the deficiency. 

Last year, after the Johnstown disaster, it 
Was urged that Gov. Beaver shouid call a ses- 
sion of the Legislature to appropriate money 
for the stricken city. Gov. Beaver was disposed 
to assemble the Senators and Representatives, 
but Quay interposed a veto. ere was no 
money in the Treasury to pay the expenses of 
the session, and means would have been re- 
quired to secure funds which would call 
attention to the condition of affairs. urin 
the last session an effort was made by Samue 
M. Ulheny, Representative of Shippensburg, to 
secure an investigation of the disposition of a 
portion of the sinking fund. Damaging 4dis- 
closures, it is said, would have followed, and 
the result was that he could not get his resolu- 
tion up for a vote. The Speaker persistently 
refused to recognize him. Quay would not per- 
mit an investigation. 

One morning, while Norris was Auditor Gen- 
eral, a cab was driven up to the door of a house 
ot @ person in Pniladelphia with Whom he was 
on confidential terms, 
Auditor General and one other person. The 
former stepped out; his companion remained 
within. As Norris passed up the doorateps Iie 
involantarily placed his hand to his breast and 
moved his fingers as if making sure of some- 
thing concealed in the inside pocket of his 
waistcoat. He rang the bell, was admitted, and 
in a few minutes was closeted with his friend, 
After afew preliminary remarks the Auditor 
General exclaimed: ‘I’m cursedly nerrons !” 
And then be removed a package from his breast 
pocket, ; 

** Do you see this ?” he said in a low voice. 
“It represents hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars of State funds. Itis going to carry Quay 
through another deal. By ——, I'd think he 
had had enough of fingering Treasury money ! 
I’m afraid of asmwash-up.” Then Norria told 
his friend ef Quay’s latest raid on the Treas- 
ury, coucludiag with the remark: “ If this af- 
fair turns out like the ’79 business, I'll ekip to 
Canada.” This is the story of that second raid 
on the Treasury. uay was served when State 
Treasurer by William Livsey as cashier 
of the Treasury. When his election to 
the United States Senate occurred, he ceuld 
no longer act in the State office, 
and Livsey, a piiant follower, was ap- 
pointed to the office of State Treasurer. W. D. 
Hart succeeded him and died. Then Livsey 
was reappointed, and Boyer, the newly-electeda 
Treasurer, does notatep into his place until May 
next. During the period when Quay was Treas- 
urer be had the power to use the Treasury 
funds very much as he pleased. 

There is a syndicate in Philadelphia which 
controls the horse railroads in various cities, 
and, as is well known, has a foothold in this 
city. They employ a ap og, and on occasions 
have calied on Quay to help along certain 
measures toward enactment in the Legislat- 
ure. He has been a useful and unscrupuloue 
agent for the syndicate in that way. On the 
ether hand, when he was in financial trouble, 
he went to certain members of the syndicate 
tor aid. His calls on them for that purpose 
have not been infrequent. 

The Philadelphia railroad syndicate bought 
the plant, franehise, &c., of the North Chicago 
Railroad Company at Chicago and issued bonds 
which carried with them stock in the company. 
The investment was considered a good one, and 
when the scheme had reached the right stage a 
certain member of the syndicate, which was 
under obligations to Quay, gave Quay a chance 
to pocket some of the profits. He was offered 
$400,000 in bonds of the North Chicago Rail- 
road Company, each bond carrying with it a 
share of the capital stock. To buy the bonds, 
however, 16 Was necessary to raise $400,- 
000 in cash to pay for them, Quay coolly 
took that sum of money out of the State 
Treasury aud sent it to Philadelphia, where it 
was deposited in the People’s Bank, the de- 
pository of the horse-railroad syndicate, and 
80 paid for the bonds. The President of that 
bank was and is W. H. Kembie, (the author of 


the epigram ‘ Addition, division, and silence,’’) 


to whom reference has already been made. 
Kemble, as already stated, was saved from the 
penitentiary after he had pleaded guilty in 
court—sfter the conviction of Emil Petroff— 
by tire influenee of Quay over the State Pardon- 
ing Board. Quay allotted a portion of the stock 
he received to Wilson Norris, and the official of 
the Treasury previously referred to got a share 
of the prize, 

Not a dollar of his own money did Quay use; 
he simply took the State money, which was 
embezzlement, and purchased $400,000 worth 
of North Chicago Railway bonds, together with 
the accompanying stock. The protits of the 
transaction to Quay arose from the sale of 
stock whieh practically cost him nothing. He 
sold the stock as high as 382 or 83,and, of 
course, made a large sum of money. The 
bonds were used to make the State Treasury 
good. Hart, the State Treasurer, knew abous 
the transaction, and, it is said, shared in the 
profits. 

CHEATING HIS PARTNERS, 

It was this latest transaction with money be- 
longing to the State that caused Norris so mueh 
uneasiness and indueed him to drink to such 
an extent as to bring about his death. Four 
months, however, before that event took place 
he wrote the following letter to Quay: 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 6, 1888. 

MY DKAR COLONEL: In the event of my death I 
wish as my last request that you see that Lizzie 
for herself and children receives my $10,000 in the 
Chicago deal. This is the only legadoy I can secure 
them, and [ trust you to look afterit. Yours truly, 

Ool. M, 8. Quay, A. WILSON NORRIS. 


After Norris’s death Mrs. Norris, (No, 2,) the 
mother of bis children, endeavored te obtain a 
settiement with Quay in accordance with the 
terms of the letter. When the Senator was at 
New-York running the campaign she paid him 
a visit at the headauarters of the Republican 
National Committee. Quay made her many 
promises, and a henchman was detailed to 
make her stay in New-York an agreeable one, 
but she was got rid of as quickly as possible. 
At length, finding out that the ‘political 
father’ of Norris did not intend to doanything, 
the matter was placed in the hands of A. Sydney 
Biddle of the legal firm of Biddle & Ward, on 
South Fifth-street, Philadelphia. A single 
move by Counselor Biddle acuomplished won- 
ders. A response from Quay quic iy followed. 
Silas W. Pettit, a lawyer of Philadelphia, was 
appointed to act for Quay, and finally stock to 
the value of $10,000 was turned over to Mrs. 
Norris through Sydney Biddle. Pettit informed 
the lawyer that Norris bad no claim on the funds 
for value received, that Quay had allowed him 
to come into the transaction as an act of friend- 
ship. Hart, the State Treasurer, made a row 
over the matter. He was in tne deal sufficiently 
to be fearfully worried lest the blame sbould 
fall on him, and he worked himself into a fit of 
nervousness, which ended in prostration, trom 
which he never recovered. Like ‘‘ Square Tim- 
ber” Noyes aud Walters, Hart, so his friends 
allege, got his death as a resuit of the un- 
scrupnious dishonesty of Quay. 





SEAMAN REID EXPELLED. 

After frittering away the better part of three 
days in discussing the delinquencies of Dele- 
gate George Watson Reid, the Convention of the 
Amalgamated Seamen and Firemen yesterday 
expelled this eontumacious member. He had 
been notified to appear and reply to the charges 
that had been wade against him, and, failing to 


respond, there was no other course for the con- 
vention to pursue, 


to bring about a fraternal reeling between the 
adherents of the Kuights of Labor and the Fea- 
eration of Labor among the seafaring men. The 
Knights are strongest on the great lakes, while 
those who affiliate with Mr. Gomperas’s organiza- 
tion are found in greater torce along the Atlan- 
tie coast. The work of the committee will be to 
harmonize the conflicting interests of the two 
eiements. The lake sailors’ committee consists

HOW A CERTAIN LITTLE BILL 
BETWEEN THE LINES, 


The Committee on Cities of the Senate will 
give a hearing to-day at Albany: to those in- 
terested in a bilito provide a new Boara of 
Btreet Opening for the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards, For some reason the 
introduction and reference of this bill escaped 
the notice of those who try to keep track of 
legislation affecting property in this city. No 
report on the bill has reached the Real Estate 
Exchange, where special effort is made to keep 
a@record of ali such matters, and property 
owners generally seem to have been left in 
ignorance of this measure. Almost by accident 
copies of the bill fuund their way here, and 
came into possession of the Department of 
Public Parks, and of the Commissioners of 
New Parks, who are still at work trying to 
adjust disputed values. 

As aresult of this accident, Secretary Burns 
of the Department of Parks will attend the 
hearing to-day, and it is quite probable that 
the new Park Commissioners and perhaps a fow 
property a may be represented to the 
extent, at least,of employing &n agent to re- 
port to them what may ocour before the commit- 
tee, so that an effort may be made if necessary 
to try to eheck any evil legislation. The bill was 
offered in the Assembly by Mr. Clarke, who 
represents the upper wards, and in the Senate 
by Mr. Vedder, {t invests in the Mayor, Con- 
troller, Commissiouer of Public Works, President 
ot the Department of Pubiie Parks, President 
of the Board of Aldermen, and Commissioner of 
Street Improvements for the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards—an office for whose 
creation a bill is now pending in the Legislature 
—fuli power as a Board of Street Opening and 
Improvements to lay out, open, extend, widen, 
or close streets, parks, or parkways in the 
upper wards at theiroption, There is a pro- 

sion in the bill that none of the powers be- 
fore granted shail be construed to autherize 
the new board to interfere with proceedings 
for taking land for the new parks or parkways 
before the new Park Commissioners, 

In the opinion of those who have examined 
this bill and have judged of its intent in the 
lignt of last year’s experiences, in various ef- 
forts before the Legislature to turn over some 
of the newly-acquired public land to the mercy 
of real estate speculators, this saving clause of 
the bill is intended to mislead. There is nothing 
now before the Commissioners of the new parks 
except the consideration of claims upon dis- 
puted values, All the land these Commission- 
ers condemned has veen purchased by the city, 
and the Commissioners have nothing more to 
do with it. Itis assumed that perhaps tnis bill 
proposes to subject a great deal. of that land to 
raid, and that the clause referring to the New 
Park Commissioners is designed for no other 
purpose than to blind the public in regard to 
the real object of the bill, dnd possibly in the 
hope of disarming criticism. P 

It will be recalled that aboutayear ago the 
Mayor recommended the conversion of the 
land acquired for Pelham Bay Park into penal 
territory, proposing to remove the inatitutions 
on Blackwell’s Island to that section, and thus 
to open Blackwell’s Island as a down-town 
park. So much objection was raised to that 

ill that it fell through.. The suspicien then 
was that the Mayor was unduly anxious to 
provide for Tammany contracts and other 
patronage, to say nothing of the allegation that 
the removal of the public institutions to tnat 
distant point would in some way help 
out the schemes of Various land owners 
in that section. Ali of the measures 
proposed at Albany last year lovking to 
&@& change in the lines of the park or parkways, 
ora diversion of the newly-acquired lands to 

urposes other than were intended under the 
aw were open to similar objections, ana the 
opposition was sufficiently strong to smotber 
every effort of this kind. It is suapected that 
the bill, upon which a hearing will be given to- 
day, was introduced quietly into both houses of 
the Legislature in the hope that the same 
object aimed at last year might now be aecom- 
plished in another way.

TUNNEL. 


ITS ADVOCATES LABOR WITH THE AL- 
DERMEN’S COMMITTEE. 


The big project of constructing a tunnel from 
Long Island City underthe East River and 
Forty-second-street was further discussed be- 
fore the Aldermen’s Committee on Bridges and 
Tunnels yesterday. It is a big scheme, aud just 
at present the majority of the board are said to 
be opposed to it. 

Thomas Cullum, representing the bricklayers 
and kindred trades, told of the benefit masons, 
bricklayers, and other mechanics would derive 
from the construction of the tunnel. Roger 
Burke protested that the longshoremen, who 
are said to oppase the project, should be given 
an opportunity to be heard. 

Alderman McLarney, who is not a member 
of the committee, said: “ We came here to hear 
arguments on both sides of this question. I have 
not heard one sensible argument yet on either 
side ef it. Nothing has been said that would in- 
fluence my vote one way or the other.” 

Ex-Alderman Kyau, who represented the 
Fourth District in the board 1n 1886, asked that 
the hearing be postponed so that the longshore- 
men could be heard. He thought it an outrage 
for representatives of labor associations to come 
before the committee and favor a scheme that 
would ultimately drive many longshoremen and 
truckmen out of their employment. Mr. Cullum, 
by way of getting back at Mr. Ryan, objected to 
any one speaking on the question unless he 
was interested in the company or was a repre- 
sentative of some organization. 

During the hearing E. H. Ammidown spoke 
in favor of the tunnel, aud argued that it 
would teduce the cost of provisions brought 
from Long Island, would inorease trade in the 
city, and would increase the value of property. 
Col. Palmer, counsel of the New-York and 
Long Island Railroad Company, read & cem- 
munication from W. H. Thompson, who was 
formerly at the head of the White Star Line. I+ 
was to the effect that there was no danger of 
Mantauk Point becoming arival port to New- 
York for express freights across the ocean.

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MKINDEY'S KXCUSES ¥OR HIS. 


TARIFF ‘BILL, 
HIGHER DUTIES JUSTIFIED AS DECREAS- 
ING IMPORTATIONS AND THEREBY 
STIMULATING INDUSTRIES. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.--The geports of the 
majority and minority of the Ways and Means 
Committee on the Tariff bill were presented to 
the House this afternoon. : 

The majority report beginé with a statement 
ef the financial situation, and estimates that the 
6urplus at theend of the present fiscal year 
will be $92,000,000, and deducting the sum re- 
quired to make payments on the sinking fund 
the net surplus of receipts over expenditures 
will be $43,678,883. The estimated surpius of 
the next fiscal year will be $43,569,522, which, 
with the amount of cash now on hand and 
available, (reaching $90,000,000,) will justify a 
reduction of the revenue in the sum contem- 
Diated by the bill reported, $60,936,936, and 
probably more from customs, and, say, $10,327,- 
878 from internal revenue, or a total of 
$71,264,414, The majority report says: 


“The exact effect upon the revenues of the Gov- 
ernment of the proposed bill is difficult of ascer- 
tainment. That there will be a substantial reduc- 
tion, as we will show, admits of no doubt. Itis 
not believed that the increase of duties upon 
Wools and woolen goods and upon glassware will 
have the effect of increasing the revenues, That 
would, of course, follow if the importations of the 
last fiscal year were hereafter to be maintained, 
which, however, is altogether improbable. The re- 
sult will be that imvortations will be decreased; 
and therefore the amount of revenue collected from 
these sources will be diminished. In every case of 
inoreased duty, except that imposed upon tin plate, 
which does not go into effect until July 1, 1891, 
and upon linen fabrics, the effect wili be to reduce 
rather than gularse the revenues, because impor- 
tations will fall o 

“It was the aim of the committee to fix thse duties 
upon that olassof manufactured goodsand ‘arm 
products which. can be supplied at home, so as to 
dicourage the use of like foreign goods and prod- 
ucts, and secure to our own people and our own 
producers the home market, believing that 6om- 
petition among ourselves wil] secure reasonabie 
rices to consumers in the 
has invariably done in the 
by the increased duties recommended not only to 
maintain, bat to enlarge our own manufacturing 
plants and check those supplies from abroad which 
can be profitably produced at home. The general 
policy of the bill is to foster and promote American 
production and diversification of American indus. 





ry. 

** We have not been so much concerned about the 
prices of the articles we cousume as we have been 
to encourage a system of home production that 
shall give fair remuneration to domestic producers 
and fair wages to American workmen, and by in- 
creased production and home competition insure 
fair prices to consumers.” 


JUSTIFYING THE REPORT. 

The committee admits that free trade, or rev- 
enue duties, would temporarily diminish prices, 
but argue that it would be at the expense of the 
domestic products, which would be displaced, 


and then prices would again advance and the 
country be Jeft at the mercy of foreign syndi- 
cates and manufacturers. The report says: 

“Cheaper products from abroad to the American 
consumers mean cheaper labor at home and lower 
rewards to the domestic producer, with no perma- 
nent benefits to the consumer, Neither condition 
would preve a biessing to the United States. That 
country isthe least prosperous where low prices 
and low wages prevail. Offe of the chief com- 
piaints now prevalent among our farmers is that 
they cap get no price for their crops at all com- 
mensurate to the labor and oapital invested 
in their production. Those who differ from us must 
believe that even further agricultural depression is 
desirable, for no other consequence can result 
from their economic theories. They advocate cheap 
prices as the chief object of the industrial policy 
they commend tothe country. This means perma- 
nently low prices tor agricultural products as well 
as for manufactured goods. 

“This bill is framed in the interest of the people of 
the United States. [tis for the better defense of 
American nomes and American industries. Ample 
revenues for the wants of the Government are pro- 
vided by this bill, and every reasonable encourage- 
ment is given to productive enterprises and to the 
labor employed therein. The committee believe 
that, inasmuch as nearly $400,000,000 are annually 
required to meet the expenses of the Government, 
it is wiser to tax those foreign products which seek 
a market here in competition with our own than to 
tax our domestic products or the non-competing 
foreign products. 

“The committee, responding, as it believes, to 
the sentiment of the country and the recommenda- 
tions of the President, submit what they consider 
to be a just and equitable revision of the tariff, 
which, while preserving that measure of protection 
which is required tor our industrial independence, 
will secure a reduction of the revenue both from 
customs and interval revenne sources. We have 
not looked alone to a reduction of the revenue, 
but have kept steadily in view the interests 
of our producing classes, and have been ever mind- 
ful of that which is duo to our political conditions, 
our labor, and the character of our citizenship. We 
have realized that a reduction of duties belew the 
difference between the cost of labor and production 
in gompoute countries and our own would result 
either in the abandonment of much of our manu- 
facturing here orin the depression of our labor. 
Either result would bring disaster, the extent of 
which no one can measure, 

“We have recommended no duty above the point 
of difference between the normal cost of production 
here, including labor, and the cost of like preduc- 
tion in the countries which seek our markets, nor 
have we hesitated to ave this measure of duty, 
even though it involved an increase over present 
fates and showed an advance of percentages and 
ad valorem equivalents. We have not sought to 
make a uniform rate of duty upon all imported 
articles. This would have been manifestly unjust 
and inequitable.” 


The committee closes its argument upon the 
general subject of the tariff by a guomees from 
the last annual message of the President, and 
then proceeds to discuss the details of the bill, 
taking up first the general provisions intended 
to prevent frauds, such as the limitation of ex- 
emption from duty of wearing apparel te the 
value of $500; the omission of the present pro- 
vision for free entry of goods wherein the price 
paid included the duty, and the protective 
clause relating to registered trade marks. 

The report next treats of the changes that 
have bee made in the duty-imposing schedules 
of existing law. Of chemicals, it says that 
many not produced in the United States are 
placed on the free list to benefit the consumers, 
mainly manufacturers. The resuit is a remis- 
sion of $876,304 in duties. 

Earthen and china ware remain without mate- 
rial change, but an increase has been recom- 
mended on glassware to compensate “for the 
high labor cost and to prevent destructive for- 
eign competition. 

THE WOOL DUTIES. 

In the tase of wool the report cites figures as 
an evidence of the alarming decline in produc- 
tion, and says that an advauce of duties has 


been recommended which, it is believed, will 
afford ample protection to wool-growing farm- 
ers. While the Senate bill fixed the duty on 
third-class wool at 4 cents, the committee 
places it at 314g cents, acting upon the beliocf 
that, with the _ restrictions, definitions, 
and classifications, and the addition 
of port charges, recommended by the 
bill, the ‘difference will be fully com- 
ensated. The committee believes that the 

nited States should produce all of the wool it 
consumes, and that, with adequate defensive 
legislation, it willdo so. The anuual consump- 
tion is 600,000,000 pounds, and, with the pro- 
tection afforded by the bill, the farmers of the 
United States will at an early day be able 


to supply this demand. One the addition of 
100 per eens, or 100,000,000 sheep, to 
the present number. The Dill seeks 


to stop the frauds which have been so shame- 
leaaly practiced in the past by imported wools, 
ready for the loom, under new names and forms 
to avoid legal duties. 

The report gives the increase of the duty of 
wool, and the construction given to the worsted 
clause of the egisting law, as a reason for in- 
creasing the duties on woolen goods to protect 
Manufacturers. It says: 


“The necessity of this increase is apparent in 
view of the fact already atated that, during the last 
fiscal year, there were imports of manufactures uf 
wool of the foreign value of $52,641,482, as shown 
by the undervalued invoices, and the real value in 
oar market of nearly $90,000,000—fully one-fourth 
of our entire home consumption—egnuivalent to an 
import of at least 160,000,000 
the form of manufactured goods. 


Existing law, the report says, gives a protec- 
tidn of 35 to 45 per cent.—the bill gives a range 
of 30 to 50 percent. Tne Mills bill gave a uni- 
form rate of 40 per cent.—more than was re- 

uired on low grades and less than was needed 

or fine ppras. The advance in these fine 

grades will, it is believed, diminish importa- 
tions, and thereby reduce instead of increase 
the revenues, and transfer to the country the 
manufacture of from $15,000,000 to $20,000,- 
000 of woolen goods now made abroad. 

The average rate of the woolen goods sched- 
ule proposed, including the specitio duty on the 
wool used and the manufacturers’ duty, is 
91.78 percent. The average rate at present is 
67.15 per cent., but if the worsted decision had 
been made at the beginning of the year, it 
would have been increased 10 per cent., and 15 
per cent. more would have been added if 
worsted yarns had paid the duty of woolen 
yarns at the same price, so that, if these mani- 
fest errors in constructions of law had been 
earlier eorrected, the average rate last year 
would have been nearly 80 per cent. 

Of lumber the report says that any reduction 
of the light duties woulda have discouraged the 

roper care of our timber iauds, and have 
feared to the benefit of Canada without dimin- 
ishing market prices. 

THE INCREASE ON TIN PLATE. 

Of the metal schedules the report says that 
no reduction can be made in pig iron or ore 
duties without detriment to existing industries 
and the committee has not felt justified in in- 
terfering with the further development of our 
jron-ore resources Dow s0 promising in the 
Southern States. 

With regard to pig iron it may be said that it 
is in no sense a raw material. I[t is a produgt, 
the report says, of the highest skill, requiring 
for its manufacture large and expensive plants, 
the capital invested in which iv our eountry 
to-day more than equals that which is invested 
in any other branch of our iron and steel in- 
dustries. Pig iron is madein twenty-five States 
ofthe Union. Its manufacture is inoreasiu 
rapidly 10 many States, largely as the resul 
of the protective duty which has long given 
encouragement to its production. It hus had 
a.marveiensly rapid’ growth in the Southern

ustification of the increased duty reeom- 
mended on tin plate, the repons quotes from the 
report of the Senate bill and says: 

“It has been demonstrated that we can manu- 
factare tin plate in the United States as success- 
fully as it can be done in Engiand. Its production 

suitable for all uses, 1s uo longer experi- 
mental. We make sheet iron and sheet steel, and 
that we have in the Da- 
kotas pig tin in sufficient quantities for use in 
Making ail of the tin required for this market, and, 
if this were not so, pis tin ts on the free list, acees- 
sible to our people for manufacturing purposes, 

“There is no reason, except inadequate protec- 
tion, bs we are not to-day manufacturing the more 
than $21,000,000 worth of tin now imported into 
the United states, aud upon which we pay Aan an- 
nual duty of over $7,000,000. Itis estimated that 
the establishmént of an industry which would sup- 
ply our own market in this particular would far. 
nish steady employiment to at least 24,000 wen. It 
is argued that, as the domestic plants are estab. 
lished, prices will fall, so that in the end the Ameri- 
oan consumer will secure lower and steadier prices 
than at present.” 


FREE SUGAR AND A BOUNTY. 
Of sugar the report says: 


“The committee recommend that sugar, up to and 
including No. 16, Dutch standard of color, and mo- 
lasses be ee | on the free list, with a duty of four- 
tenths of lceft per pound on refined sugar above 
No. 16, and that a bounty of 2 cents per pound be 
paid from the Treasury, for a period of fifteen rears, 
tor all sugar polarizing @t least 85 por cent,, made 
in this sountry from cane, beets, or sorghum pre- 
duced in the United States. 

“In 1888 the consumption of sugar in the United 
States was 1,469,997 tons, or 53.1 pounds per in- 
habitant. Of this only 189,814 tons (376,904,197 

ounds) were proluced in the United States, and 

,280,183 tons, or seven-eichths of our consump- 
tion, were imported. Solarge a proportion of our 
sugar is imported that the home production of 
sugar does not materially affect the price, and the 
duty is, therefor, a tax which is added to the price 
not only of the imported, bus of the domestic product, 
which is not true of duvies imposed on articles pro- 
duced or made here substantially to the extent of 
our wents. In 1889 the duties collected on import. 
ed sugar gnd molasses amounted to $55,975,610. 
Add to this the increase of price of domestic sugar 
arising from the duty, and itis clear that the duty 
on sugar and molasses made the cost of the sugar 
and molasses consumed by the people of this coun- 
try at least $64,000,000, or about $1 for each mun, 
woman, and child in, the United States, more thau 
it would have been fad no such duties been levied 
and the domestic product had remained the same. 

“Even on the a-vsumption that with proper en- 
couragement we shall eventually be able to pro- 
duce all or nearly all the sugar required for the 
consumption of our people—an assumption which 
your committee believe to be sustained by many 
facte, notwithstanding’ the slow progress thus far 
made in sugar culture in this country—this en- 
couragement can be given much more economically 
and effectually by a bounty of 2 cents per pound, 
involving the expenditure of but alittle more than 
$7,000,000 per avnam with the present proauc- 
tion of sugar in this country, than by the imposi- 
tion of a duty involvimg the collection of 
$55,976,610 in duties in the last fiscal year, not to 
mention the amount indirectly involved. When it 
is considered that this increase in cost, due to the 
duty, falls on an article of prime oecessity as food, 
your commitiee is persuaded that justice as well 
as good policy requires that such an unnecessary 
burden in the way ofa direct tax should be removed 
from sugar, and that the encouragement reguired 
to induce the production of sugar in the United 
States should be given through a bounty rather 
than by an import duty. i 

“In providing that not only raw sugar, but’ also 
sugar up to and including No. 16, shall be admitted 
free of duty, an opportunity is given for the free 
introduction ot yellow sugars, suited for family 
use, an arrangement which wili secure to our jpeo- 
on sugar at the lowest price existing in the tmar- 

ets of the world, while even importea white re- 
finea sugar will be subject to a duty of only four- 
tenths of 1 cent per pound.” , 


TAFFY FOR THE FARMERS, 

Coming to agricultural products, the report 
says the committee has given months of:in- 
vestigation to the existing conditions of agri- 
cultural and kindred matters. It says: 


“That there is widespread depression in this in- 
dustry to-day cannot be doubted. Every remedy 
within the acope of practical legislation knowr to 
your committee has been recommended in the pro- 
posed measure to meet the urgent requirements of 
the situation, The enemies of the protective 
system have no word of criticism for the 
real causes of agricultural depression, no sug- 
gestion of relief from the real burdens which are 
weighing it down to-day; but, seizing the present 
as a favorable time, they solemnly charge that the 
decline in our market is solely due to the tariff. 
They are pleased to ignore the fact that one of the 
pei nega of a protective tariff isto hinder a still 

arger importation of foreign produce, and thus 
save the market from a still greater depression. 

“ But your committee, sensibie to the importance 
of this industry, prompted by the single motive to 
lift it to the highest level of profitable employment, 
believes that it offers in the bill all the relief which 
tariff legislation can give to it. 

“A critical examination of the subject will show 
that agriculture issuffering chiefly trom a most 
damaging foreign competition in our home market. 
The increase in importations of agricultural prod- 
ucts since 1850 has been enormous, amounting from 
$40,000,000 to more than $366,000,000 In 1889. 
The ‘ world’s market,’ to which the advocates of 
tarifffor revenue only invite the farmers of this 
country, is to-day crowded with the products of 
the cheapest human _ labor the earth ajffords. 
All over the Old World there is a rush of 
their surplus to that market, and it is to 
such @ contest as this that tree trade would allure 
American agriculture. With tlie foreign grain 
market under the sway of such oppressive competi- 
tion, with the foreign cattle. and pork market de- 
pressed and obstructed by various ruingns meas- 
ures of restriction, with foreign agricultural prod- 
ucts crowding our home market, your committee 
have recommended an increase upon agricultural 
products. 

“With a view to increasing the number of gain- 
ful occupations open to the tarmer, the committee 
has recommended a bounty to the growers of silk. 
Reference is made to the successful experiments in 
silk culture of the Department of Agriculture, 
which, it ia said, fully warrant the belief that the 
industry is entirely practicable in many of the 
States. Asa duty of $1 « pound would be required 
to protect the American silk reeler, the com- 
mitiea has decided that so high a duty would em- 
barrass the  silk-weaving interests without 
sufficient reason, anid to secure the industry as 
speedily as possible offer the necessary differential 
ofa bounty of $1 per pound, or about 20 per cent. 
protection, on reeled silk. To produce our annual 
importations of reeled silk will require 14,000 
basins and give work to over 20,000 persons in the 
different branches of the industry. To produce the 
cocoons necessary to supply this silk will give tem- 

orary but remunerative employment to the fami- 

jes of haifa million farmers every season.” 

To enconrage the production of cocoons and 
give direct encouragement to the producers the 
committee has also provided a bounty of 7 
cents a pound on fresh cocoons, and these 
bounties are to continue for ten years. This 
bounty, based on last year’s preductiou, would 
have amounted to but $3,000 on cocoons and 
less than one-twelfth of that sum on silk. 

Of the internwl revenue sections the commit- 
tee, after reciting them. says that it has recom- 
mended the repeal of all stututes imposing 
restrictions upon farmers and growers of to- 
bacco, so that they may sell with freedom. 

In conclusion, the report says that the ad- 
vance of duties on agricultural products would 
increase the revenues if the Imports continue tu 
be as large as during the last year. But, as 
they are for the most pari articles which this 
country can produce to the extent of our 
wants, the increased duty will reduce importa- 
tions so that the revenues will not be increased 
aud our farmers will hold their ewn markets. 
The same result will follow in other cases of in- 
erease, and where the revenue is in special 
eases increased the increase will be far less 
than is indicated by a computation based on 
the theory that the importations will continue 
as large as under lower duties. 





THE MINORITY REPORT. 


TRUE SCOPE OF THE TARIFF—WHEREIN 
THE MAJORITY MEASURE IS WRONG, 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—The minority report 
is signed by all of the five Democratic mem- 
bers of the Committee. It begins with the fol- 
lowing statement: 


“Upon the question of collecting such revenue 
from duties on imported goods as may be necessary 
to pay the whole or a part of the cost of conducting 
the Government when economically administered, 
we are now at the parting of the ways whether such 
taxes shall be imposea upon the people for the pri- 
mary purpose of raising money for the payment of 
the ordinary public expenses and the public debts 
or be imposed for the purpose of increasing 
the cost of preduction and the prices of certain 
articles of domestic consumption is a question upon 
whioh there is an irreconcilable difference of opin- 
ion between the two great political parties of the 
country, and this question inits plainest form is 
directly presented tur consideration by the bill re- 
ported by the majority. 

“The minority, representing for the time being 
one of thease parties, contends for the principle of 
just and equai taxation upon all, according to 
their ability to bear the burden, while the majority, 
representing the other party, has in this bill thor- 
oughly committed itself to the policy of unjust and 
unequal taxation of the many for the benefit of 
the tew. We are as anxious as the majority can 

ossibly be to promotesand encourage American 
ndustries and advance the interests of Amorti- 
can laborers, and those who impute to us any other 
purpose or design either misunderstand or misrep- 
Tesent our position. But we believe that both these 
objects can be accomplished by reducing the bur- 
dens of taxation, and not by increassiug them, and 
that the benefits thus secured will be far more per- 
manent and far more satisfactory to those directly 
concerned than any supposed advantags that can 
result from a different policy.” 

The minority declares that Daniel Webster's 
prophecy in his great Faneuil Hail speech has 
been verified, and continues: 


‘His words were prophetic. The prolonged dis- 
cussion before the committee during the present 
session was not between the individuals and cor- 
porations who receive the taxes and the consumers 
who pay. them, for very few of these were heard, 
but between the representatives of the various 

rotected industries, each class contending for 

igher rates on its own products or for lower rates 
ou the products of others. Except in cases where 
combinations were made between the interested 
parties, the conflict continued as longtas the bill re- 
mained in the committee, and the majority, after 
months of patient and laborious investigation, has 
been able to satisfy a part onlwof the demands made 
upon it. The only remedy is to remove, a8 far as 
possible, artificial burdens and restrictions, and 
ive to all our industries an equal chance in the 
eld of competition at home and abroad. 
ere to the statement made before the 
committee, the protected industries of the country 
have never been at any time in our history in such 
‘@ depressed and discouraging condition as they are 
now. After nearly thirty years of continuous pro- 
tection by Government taxation for their support a 
great many of them are reported to be on the very 
verge of bankruptcy and ruin, while verg few of 
them, according to the testimony, are yielding a 
fuir profit upon the capital invested. A great 
many of the parties engaged in these industries 
have declared,in the coarse of our investigation,that 
the slightest reduction in the rates of duty now in, 
ed upon competing foreign products would com. 
pel them to close their works and dischar, their 
employes, and others lave even gone so as to 
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assert that they 
a8 if Tates of taxation are noi increased. 
Atthe same time the laborers in those indus- 
tries are complaining of insutticient wages, re- 
yoneet suspensions of work, and a goneral condi. 
ion of uncertainty and insecurity in their rela- 
tions to those who give them employment. These 
laborers, fully realizing the fact that this system 
has wholly failed increase their earnings 
or improve their condition any way, 
have been compelled to organize trades unions and 
resort to other methods of combination and co- 
operation for self-protection, and these various 
organizations now afferd the only efficient means 
at their command for the preservation even of 
the existing rates of wages. When capita! and labor 
unite in declaring that our protected industries are 
bot prosperons under that system, although it was 
designed and has been maintained tor their special 
benefit, the conclusion is inevitable that there 
is a vioe in it somewhere that ought to be removed, 
for there ia no reason to doubt that in a country 
like this every productive industry would be rea- 
sonably prosperous if a wise and just revenue aud 
finanois! policy prevailed.” 


AN UNWISE SYSTEM. 

The report states that the remedy proposed 
by the majority is the imposition of more taxes 
upon every article of foreign origin which the 
people of this country desire to buy, and for 
which they are ready and anxious to exchange 


the cotton which they cannot’spin. the corn 
and wheat which they cannot consume, the oil 
and ceal which they cannot burn, and many 
other products of our farms, our forests, and 
our mines. The report says: 


“*These surplus products must find a market 
somewhere outside of the United States. The im- 
pores last year were $745,131,652, paid for mainly 
D our surplus agricultural products. it would be 

impossible for the people ot the United States to 
send out of the country thatsum in cash, and every 
one knows they did not do it. It is argued that 
our money should be spent at home. In fact it 
is svent there in the preduction, preparation, 
and transportation of the articles we send abroad 
to pay for importations, anaif they were not sent 
abroad the money could not be expended here be- 
cause there would be no market. Under our un- 
wise system of taxation there is no market which 
will pay our industries, and to attempt to remeay 
the evil by iucreasing the cost of production is sim- 
ply to begin at the wrony end and will creatly aggra- 
vate the situation. It can ve demonstrated that we 
have the capacity to produce most of the manu- 
factured staples at less coat and at the same time 
pay higher wages than oan be earned in any other 
country in the world, but in order to do so we must 
have some imports from other cuuntries free of 
dnty. 
“ Ata time when it is confessed by all parties 
that the Government does not need additional rev- 
enue, but that there ought to be a reduction of its 
receipts, the bill reported by the majority proposes 
to levy upon a great many articles of avsolute ne- 
cessity higher rates of duty than were ever hereto- 
fore proposed in any measure reported in Congress. 
The original argument in favor of protective 
duties was that they were necessary to foster 
infant industries. But the present bill is based 
upon peoessely the opposite view. 
upon the assumption that a3 our industries grow 
older they grow weakerand more dependent upon 
the bounty of the Government, It devolves upon 
those advocates now to explain, if they can, why itis 
that after alow-tariff policy has been abandoned for 
more than a quarter of aceatury anid a high-tariff 
policy substituted in its place, the manufacturing 
and mechanical industries of the country are less 
able to maintain themselves than they were when 
the change was made; and when this is done it will 
still remain for them to show upon what priuciple 
of justice or sound public policy consumers can 
be periodically subjected to additional taxation— 
not for the benefit of the Government, which does 
not want the revenue, but for the exclus.ve benefit 
ofjprivate business enterprises which are notable to 
sustain themselves.” 


POINTING OUT INCONSISTENCIES, 
The silk bounty 1s severely criticised in the 
report, It says: 


* The object of the proposed bounty is to discour- 
age those importations which cost the people 
nothing, unless they see proper to use silk goods, 
aud to encourage the production of those articles 
here at an expense of $1 a pound for the silk and 7 
cents a pound for the cocoons, in addition to the 
actual value of the articles themselves, and this ex- 
pense is to be charged to all the people, whether 
they use silk goods or not, and be paid out of the 
public Treasury. 

‘At the same time, the bill proposes to make 
enormous increases in the rates on woolen goods, 
which all cur people are compelled to purchase and 
use, and very large increases in the rates oj nsome 
kinds of cotton and linen goods, which are abso- 
lately necessary for the health ana comfort of all 
Classes. The biliincreases the taxes on woul and 
woolens $15,500,000 per anbum, according to 
last year’s importations, but really to a 
much greater sum, while taxes on tobacco to 
the amount of $8,860,994 are abolished. ‘The 
minority cannot agree to do this at the price of 
an increase on necessaries. The only substantial 
reason alleged for the repeal of the tobacco tax 
is the relief from Governmental supervision, but 
@ mere reduction of the tax from 8, cents to 4 
cents does not dispense with this supervision or 
reduce the cost of collection.” 


The report theh attacks some of the details of 
the bill, as follows: 


“The lowest grades of woolen yarn, worth not 
over 30 cents por pound, are to be subjecied to # 
duty of 14g per cent., while the most costiy yarn will 
pay 72 per cent. One grade of coarse, cheap blank- 
ets will be required to pay 106 per cent., vut the 
finest blankets will pay 72 per cent. The 
coarsest and cheapest woolen hats will be 
subject toa duty of 111 per cent. and the finest 
to 66 per cent. Women’s and children’s cheapest 
dress goods, with cotton warp, are to be taxed 106 
per cent. and the finest 73 percent. The lowest 
grade of woolen cloths will pay 125 per cent. and 
the highest grade 86 per cent. The cheapest quali- 
ties of knit goods for underwear range from 11z to 
138 per cent., but the finest and most expensive 
wiil pay 73 per cent. Woolen shawls of the coarsest 
and jowest grade, used by the poorest people, will 

ay 155 per cent, duty, and worsted goods of the 

owest grade will pay 130 per cent., while the high. 
est grade will pay 90 per cent. 

Of the meta! schedules, the report says that 
there are many increases and scareely any re 
ductions on articles that can be imported at all. 
Continuing, it says: 

** We have for a long time been endeavoring to in 
orease our trade with the people of Central and 
South America and Mexico, and atour request an 
international conference is now being held to de- 
vise means for the accomplishment ofthis result. 
The people of alithese countries have a right to 
are that this Government was acting in good 
faith when it invited them to send their cele- 
gates’ here, and that nothing would be done by 
us to disturb the harmony of their deliberations or 
prevent the success of their mission; but in the 
midst of their cousultations, and when it was earn- 
eatly hoped that gome practicable plan might be 
agreed uponfor the establishment of closer com- 
mercial relations, this billis reported, containing 
provisions which will not only retard reciprocal 
arrangements for the future but destroy a large 
part of the trade now existing between this coun- 
try and some of our neighbors on the suuth. 

“The bill proposes to make Jarge increases in the 
duties on carpet wools, and take silver ores con- 
taining lead from the free list and subject the lead 
contained in the sliver ore to a duty of 149 cents per 
pound, not because we need the revenue, but fur the 
sole purpose of preventing these articles from be- 
ing imported into this country. Our total 
importations of carpet wools from all coun- 
tries amounted to 96,556,466 pounds, and our 
total importations of this kind of ore was $6,951,- 
719. All this wool has been converted into carpets 
and other fabrics, and all these ores have been 
smelted in the United States by American work- 
men, and theirimportation has been of great benefit 
to our people, in addition to the profit realized from 
the trade between the alfferent countries.” 


TRUE INTERESTS OF THE FARMER, 

The report shows that the bill increases the 
rates of duty on a)l classes of wool imported 
into this country, and that these increases have 
been made principally upon the demand of 


a few large flock masters in the State of Ohio, 
and continues: 


“ They will be defended by the majority upon the 
alleged ground that they are beneficial to the farm- 
ers of the country who keep sheep on their lands. 
The fact is that woolis one of our least important 
agricultural products in point of actual - value, and 
by somes with others, even in the State of 
Ohio. It does not amount to more than 3 per cent. 
of the total value of farm products in that 
State, from which comes the most constant and 
urgent demand for high rates of duty, and 1t is still 
less in other States. For the further purpose of In- 
ducing the farmers of the country to believe that 
they cau and will derive some benefit fruin the pro- 
tective policy, this bill imposes various rates of 
duty upon certain important agricultural products, 
which it is well known could not beimported te any 
material extent, with or without duty. 

*Itisimpossidle to protect the farmer against 
foreign competition in his home market, for he has 
no such competition, aud the insertion or retention 
of these articles in a tariff bill is a device which will 
deceive no one who gives a moment's thought to 
the subject, During the last fiscal year we export. 
ed 69,692,929 bushels of corp and imported only 
2,388 bushels, not more that could be produced on 
250 acres of good land in this country.. We export. 
ea 312,186 barrels of cornmeal and imported 396 
busheis. Our exports of wheat amounted to 46,414,-. 
1ZY bushels and our imports amounted to 1,916 
bushels. 

“This statement shows how fatileit is to attempt 
to afford protection to the farmers of the country 
by imposing duties upon the importatious of these 
products, and this large and intelligent olass of 
Citizens can not be reconcilea in this way toa policy 
which increases taxes upon their clothing, table 
ware, carpets, earthenware, giassware, agri- 
cultural implements, and other necessa arti- 
cles. Among other ae wpon which the duties 
are increased by this iil are iron and steel rods 
useil in the manufacture of fencing wire, an artivie 
of absolute necessity to the farmers of the West, 
and of hoop, band, or steel, cut to length or wholly 
or partially manufactured into hoops or ties for 
baling purposes, including hoops for barrels. 

“How the farmers are to be helped by the in- 
creased duties on live animais we are wholly una- 
bie to see, and in our opinion, if this bill passes, 
they will be the first to demand a restoration of the 
old rates or that these importations be made free. 
While the imposition of these duties on live ani- 
maisand other agricultural products cannot possi- 
bly do our farmers any good at home, the increase 
made by this billion manufactured and other arti- 
cles which we import will certainly be a 
great injury to them abroad in the mar. 
kets where they are compelied to sell their 
surplus. Such a policy is certain to provoke retalia- 
tory legislation by the countries to which we export 
our agricultural prodacts, arm repay f ‘rance, Ger- 
many, and ctatr conctries have made discrimina- 
tions agains} «f ~hich have severely affected the 
sale of our breadstuffs and provisions. If this bill 
passes, the Dominion of Canada, the Republic of 
Mexico, and the various Governments of Central 
aud and South America will aimost certaiuly 
pursue the same course, and, as a result of this com- 
mercial warfare, the farmers wil] soon Gnd them. 
selves without a market for their surplus products, 
either at home or abroad. 

“No reduotion has Deen made in the amount of 
duties imposed under any schedule except that re. 
lated to sugar and molasses. In ail the other thir 
teen schedules of dutiable goods, embracing almost 
every important articie the people use, except tea 
and coffee, which havo been free for many years, 
increases aré made, and in meny of them the ‘n. 
crease is vory large.” . , 


SUGAR BOUNTIES CRITICISED, 

The report criticisea the sugar bounty and 
protests aguinst the grossa favoritism and inins- 
tice of auch a policy. Itaays that the bounty 
on Isst year’s production would Save been 
$7,520,000, But as it is expected to encourage 


the producers to supply the entire domestic de- 
mand, the ultimate result, even if the consump-

priety of maaking this revenue 
Jng a bovnty, and making this an excuse 

ing ,000,00G additional taxes on the 
other sebedules of noceasaries. 

The winority finds it impossible to state with 
aceuracy tho effect of the increases. ex- 
press the opinion that the increase of the tobac- 
eo duty will be $16,305,925, and that other 
items will show an increase of over $8,000, : 
Adding these amounts to the $40,055,152 shown 
by the committee’s tables to have been added 
to the duties of articles remaining en the dutia- 
ble list, shows a total increase of duties on arti- 
cies still dutiable, outaide of the sugarschedule, 
of about $65,000,000, and they are satisiied it 
is More than that. The report says: 


“We do not mean to assert that the bill actually 
increases the customs revenue $65,000,000 over 
what it is under existing law, but that it proposes 
to ae upon the articles it leaves upon the 

le list, except sugar and molasses, that 
sum in excess of the awount collected on 
the same sechedules last year. It laces 
upon the free list articles which yielded a 
revenue of $6,039,969 ours the feat Hacal year, 
and it makes a reduction of $54,922,110 56 on sugar 
and molasses, and these two suma, amounting to 
$60,962,079 63, being deducted from the $65.000,- 
000, leave a net increase of more than $4,000,000 
in tariff taxation under this bill. 

“While we would gladiy co-operate with the ma- 
jority in the passage of any measure which would 
relieve the people from unnecessary taxation, pro- 
mote the prosperity of our varieus industries, and 
secure ample wages and steady employment to the 
laborers engaged in them, we toel constrained to 
make an earnest protest against this bill, because 
in our opinion it will not accomplish any of these 
desirable results.” . 


Mr. McKenna of California dissents from the 
sugar schedule of the bill. He does so withregret 
—Tegret to dissemt from his colleagues—greater 
in ca that principles which should be univer- 
sally applied are partially and discriminatingly 
applied. The hil) in its sugar schedule, he says, 
makes an arbitrary and invidious distinction 
between the sugar industry and other indus- 
tries—a distinction inconsistent with the prin- 
ciple upon whieh the bill-is framed and upon 
which it can alone be justified. He says: 


* Protection, as understood politically, is the olear 
Tight of all industries, or of noue. The means of itis 
® tariff, not largesses from the Treasury. The dis- 
tinction is not one of words. Isis a distinction 
firm and clear in its substance and effeci A 
tariff —_ be @ tax; a bounty is certainly 
one—fixed and unavoidable—and increases with 
the production it encourages. A tariff tax lessens 
with the production it encourages and finally 
vanishes in the completion of home production. A 
bounty abandons the home market to the foreign 
product; a tariff secures the home market to the 
home product. A bounty, therefore, is as useless 
2s itis burdensome, and as odious as it is useless. 
It has no justification in either the practice, th 
principles, or the professions of the HepuDlican 
Party. If a bounty is useful for sugar, why not 
for other things? In all the range of articles with 
which the bili deals are none fit for a bounty but 
sugar? If a bounty ia a tax of less burden than is a 
tariff, why are sugar consumers selected for favor! 
A Republican House of Kepresentatives should 
not set this example. Who can say where the con- 
tagion of it will stop?” 


Speaking of the beet-sugar induetry of Call- 
fornia, Mr. MoKenna says: 


“Must an industry be able to supply the home 
consumption before it is entitled to protection? 
Other industries have not done this—indastries 
that have been protected in every tariff bill and are 
protected in the present bill. One of the accusations 
against the present law is—oneof the accusations 
against the proposed biil will be—that it retains the 
duties levied for war expenditures. Why? If 
sugar is to be placed upon tie {ree list it will be 
puzzling to answer that why. It is submitted, 
then, upon every principle upon which a pro- 
tective duty can be applied to any American 


industry, if must be applied to sugar. Upon 
oyery principle upon which a protective ty can 
bé denied to sugur, it must be denied every 
other American industry. Protection m be 
universal or not atall. It must be national ot 
atail. The bill presented gives a bounty ik 
cocoons and raw silk, It is as objectiona ‘& 


bounty on sugar.” 


CONSENTS SECURED QUIETLY. 


HOW MANAGERS OF THE NEW FULTON- 
STREET ROAD HAVE KEPT BUSY. 


The Fulton, Wall-Street and Cortlandt-Street 
Ferries Railroad Company secured a charter 
about two and a half years ago for laying a 
raliway from river to river through Maiden- 
lane and Liberty-street, with a branch through 
Wallstreet. The plan was to lay single 
tracks througb Maliden-lane and _  Liberty- 
street to the junction between William and 
Pearl streets, and double tracks from there to 
Fulton Ferry. Much opposition was encountered 
at the outset from the property holders along 
the proposed route, and the company could not 
go aheac. The project was not abandoned, 
however, and the company has since been 
quietly securing consents as rapidly as possible. 

So quietly, in fact, has the company heen 
presecuting this effort that many of the mer- 
chants along Maiden-lane were surprised yes- 
terday to hear that the scheme had not been 
abandoned. A few property holders were found 
by a TIMES reporter who had given their con- 
sents within two or three weeks. One of these 
was Mr. Zachariah Dederick, who said that at 
tirst he was opposed to the road. Recently be 
changed his wind and gave his consent because 
he came to the conclusion that the road would 
bea good thing for the street. Another prop- 
erty holder who bas recently given his consent 
is Jonathan L. Hyde, who thinks that all street 
railroads should be under ground. 

The President of the company is Edward 
Kearney, and the Secretary D. J. Apgar. The 
office is at 45 William-street. Mr. Apgar said 
yesterday that the company has secured the 
consents of a large majority of the owners of the 
most valuable property along the proposed 
route. As an example he instanced the Equita- 
bie Life Assurance Society, which is anxious to 
have the road, on the cround that it will be a 
benefit to its property. So far as the consents 
of property Owners are concerned, he said, the 
company isin a position to go abead,, but he 
a prepared to say when it would begin 
work, 


AN INJUNCTION REFUSED. 














JUDGE BARRETT PECLINES TO MEDDLB 
WITH BARNUM & BAILEY. 


The Department of Buildings made an in 
effectual attempt yesterday to shut up Barnum 
& Bailey’s big show, now exhibiting under can- 
vass on the old Polo Grounds. Through their 
counsel they applied to Judge Barrett for an 
injunction restraining the use of the tent on 
the greund that it was an illegal structure or 
building under the laws of the State, the plang 
for which had been disapproved by the Build- 
ing Department. It was urged that an injunc- 
tion was necessary in order that the case might 
be made a test of the queation as to whether or 
not a tent cuime under the building laws. 

Jobn M. Bowers, for Barnum & Bailey, argued 
that the Building Department had no super- 
Vision over the big tent, as it was not a “* wall, 
building, or structure” over which the law gave 
them supervision. He said that an injunction 
would work irreparable damage and injustice 
to Barnum & Bailey, as it would stop the show 
before the equity of the case could be passed 
on. He argued at length to show that the big 
tent was in no way a source of danger in case 
of fire, as there were no surrounding bulldings, 
and the crowd in attendance could gét imme- 
diate exit. 

Judge Barrett denied the injunetion from the 
bench. He said there was very grave doubts as 
to whether the Legislature ever intended to in- 
clude temporary pavilions or tents among 
* walls, buildings, or structures,” and witi this 
doubt it would be unjust to grant an injunction 
working such serious harm. He recommended 
that the case be made « test by.the Building 
Department by an appeal to the General Term 
of the Supreme Court. 
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SHEPARD’S STAGE ROUTE LENGTHENED. 

Col. Shepard can now extend his stage route 
to Desbrosses-Street Ferry and Broadway at 
Ninth-street. The Sinking Fund Commission- 
ers gave him permission to do so yesterday. He 
wouldn’t consent to run his stages on Sunday, 
so the Commissioners would not allow him to 
charge ten-sent fares. 

Dock Commissioner Cram asked the board 
when it was going to authorize the issue of 
$3,000,000 of bonds for dock improvements. 

“The board still has $600,000 to its credit,” 
said the Controller, “and we want to know 
what they are going to do with that before wa 
issue any more bonds. I have saasked both Mr, 
Post and Mr. Cram for an official statement, but 
it has not been sent.” 

“It wae sent two days ago,” sald Commis- 
sioner Cram. The Controller said that it had 
not been received. The matter went ever until 
the next meetine. 

Centroller Myers was authorized to sell at 
austion the lease of the franchise of the pro- 
pms ferry from West Thirteenth-street to 

ersey City, and fixed the upset price at $2,500 
ayear. No action was taken on the question of 
leasing Castle Garden to the Government. Z 

The Armory Board asked the Coromissioners 
to approve of the purchase of a site for the 
Nioth Regiment armory on the north side of 
FYourteenth-street, near S8ixth-ayenue, for 
$400,000. Tue matter was laid over.
